JAPAN. 
YOKOHAMA. 

Advices from this port now extend to the 29th May. The 
outward mail of March 26 was delivered on the 17th May, 
conveying also London telegrams to April 13. The following 
items are from the Japan Herald :— 

H.MS. Basalisk has arrived with H.E. Sir H. Parkes and 
suite. When our last summary left, the foreign Ministers had 
just been paying their official visit to the Shiogoon at Osaka, and 


} were. dispersing—the French Minister having gone from Osaka 


to Nagasaki in HIMS. Guerriere; the Dutch Minister 
arriving in Yokohama the day before the English mail steamer’s 
departure ; the American Minister making his arrangements to 
leave Osaka in a few days, which he has since done, 
the U.S.S. Shenandoah bringing H.E. and his suite 
back ‘on the 22nd May; and the British Minister, ag 
yet undecided whether he should return by sea or 
overland—the probability being then in favour of the latter. 
The projected overland trip, however, finally resolved itself 
into a jaunt across country from Osaka, on the shores of the 
Inland Sea, to Tsurunga, a port on the west coast, said to be 
that which is to be opened to foreigners on the 1st January, 
1868. The result of the visits of the Ministers have yet to be 
worked out. More immediately they are, that Hiogo, Osaka, 
Yedo, and a port on the west coast of the island of Niphon, 
are all to be opened to foreign trade on next New-year’s day. 

Some little apprehension had been caused in consequence 
of a private telegram via Galle which stated that war was immi- 
nent between France and Prussia, and the P.M.S.S. Colorado is 
stated to have brought a later telegram to the effect that 
“war is declared.” There were few, however, who believed in 
the genuineness of this news. 2 

By the enterprise of Californian citizens we are in expecta- 
tion of seeing gasworks established in Yokohama early in next 
year. The agent sent over here was desirous, in the first 
instance, that a portion of the stock might be taken in the settle- 
ment ; but as few seemed to care to lock up money just now, 
he was content to receive their names as subscribers for the 
gas itself; ahd having secured promises for considerably over 
2,000 burners, he is pretty certain that his principals will 
carry out the scheme. 

A Japanese gentleman from the province of Etchizen, Sasaki 
Gouruk, left in the Colorado, accompanied by an interpreter, 
for the purpose of studying science in San Francisco, particu- 
larly as connected with mining and machinery. 

Up to this season it has been the wont of foreigners to have 
their residences within the boundaries of the foreign settle- 
ment ; those who desired a jaunt into the country making use 
of the tea-houses (native hotels) while] absent. But this 
season, encouraged by the healthier state of feeling apparent 
in the Government, some foreigners have rented Japanese 
tenements at a distance from town, that they might enjoy 
change and quiet. Amongst these was Mr. Gibson, who secured 
a Japanese house at Nigishi, quite close on the sea shore, 
and situate at the corner of the road laid out by Government 
for the use of foreigners. On Saturday evening, the 26th May, 
Mr, Gibson was seated at dinner with Mrs. Gibson, their little 
boy, and a friend, when a report of a gun or pistol was heard, 
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8nd a bullet came in at the paper window, striking a cruet- 
Stand directly in front of Mrs. Gibsoa. Mr. Gibson and his 
friend immediately rushed out, and believed they saw the 
culprit, a Japanese, making off, but he eluded them and got 
away. Information was immediately given to the authorities 
in town ; but although a corporal’s guard was sent down to 
make search in the neighbourhood, and give protection against 
further assault, not the slightest cluc has been gained as to the 
culprit. 7 
On the 16th May rumours were current that Stotsbashi was 
about to visit Yokohama on the following day, aud many sup- 
posed it was to be the Shiogoou himself. It turned out how- 
ever that it was the Prince who .was reported as having 
succeeded to the Shiogoonate on the rumoured assassination of 
Stotsbashi. It appears that he now occupics the position of 
heir apparent as the present Shiogoon did to the former ; 
and probably the name Stotsbashi (one bridge) may 
thus be one accorded to his rank. The _ constant 
change of names among the upper Japanese is very 
puzzling, and doubtless the Shiogoon who has hitherto 
been known to us as Stotsbashi has now another suited to his 
advanced rank. The Prince hitherto known to us as Owari- 
gama has, at all events, assumed the name of Stotsbashi, and it 
was he who visited the settlement. He is of course of the 
Gosankai families—the ‘three from whom the Shiogoons are 
selected—or he could not hold the position he does. The 
.Japanese in speaking of him called him the Shiogoon’s brother, 
but the relationship is not so close by blood. He visited the 
stores of Messrs. Kirby and Co., McKechnie and Co., and some 
others ; he also visited the Club, and expressed a wish to see 
some of the private residences, but we are not aware whether 
he actually did so. He seemcd to take a great interest in all 
he saw, and in various ways showed his pleasure. He is short 
im stature, and has a very agreeable face, although the smallpox 
has left decided proofs of the severity with which it had 
attacked him. The only thing remarkable about his costume 
was the handle of his sword, which was one of the handsomest 
‘wo have evcr seen. 


The newspaper in Japanese, edited by the Rev. Mr. Bailey, 
although appearing very irregularly, having only now arrived at 
its third number, appears to be taking well with Japanese 
readers. Of No. 1 no less than 1,500 copies have been 
already circulated, and a fifth edition is asked for and being 
printed. In like manner of No. 2, although 1,600 have been 
taken, a third edition is being struck off—the demand still 
continuing. Of the present number, the first edition will be 
2,000 copies. A Yokohamaand Yedo bookseller has sent copies 
to Osaka and Kioto, and is making arrangements to supply the 
provinces of some of the Daimios. No. 3 cousists of 32 pages ; and 
§s full of interesting matter. One of the earliest paragraphs 
is a very important piece of information to Japanese merchants, 
It is a caution to all, that breaches of contract can now be 
exposed to all their countrymen. There is then the general 
news from various countries in Europe and the United States 
(the latter referring principally to the reception of the Japanese 
Commissioners in San Francisco), the Sandwich Islands, 
and China. Then comes local news, in which allusion is 
made to the gas project—reference to grievances of which 
foreigners complain ; the proceedings at Osaka, and the official 
notification as to new ports; the arrival of the steamer 
Kai-yuwo-mar from Holland for the Japanese Government, 
changes in Consulates, Dr. Hepburn’s Dictionary, ships in 
port, &c. There is also an account of the Pyramids of Egypt, 
prepared by the editor at the request of a Japanese who saw 
mention made of the pyramids in the account of the Overland 
route in the last number of the Bunkoku Shinbunshi. 
These take up about one-half of the paper. The 
other half is taken up with various short  articles— 
market intelligence, amusing scraps, and finally; with adver- 
tisements. With such a variety, it is not wonderful that the 
demand for the paper is so fast increasing. It has the advan-

The best Japanese 
grammar, by the Rev. Mr. Brown, the most—indeed the only— 
comprehensive dictionary by Dr. Hepburn, and all the other 
enterprises we have either to-day or on previous occasions 
alluded to, fairly entitle her to rank amongst the foremost of 
the substantial developers of civilisation in Japan. 

The following we quote from the Japan Times Overland 
Mail :— 

We hear of a combination against him of some of the more 
important princes, who maintain their right to open their own 
ports, and, it is stated, intend to make separate overtures to 
foreigners on the subject unless admitted by the Shiogoon to a 
fair share of the trade. But of this and other important ques- 
tions connected with the opening of the new ports we shall 
probably be better able to speak authoritatively next mail. 

The Colorado has come and gone since we wrote last. She 
arrived from Hong Kong on the 23rd and left for San Francisco 
on the 25th, carrying a considerable cargo and fair number of 
passengers. Another of the younger scions of the Orleans 
family, Monsieur le Duc de Penthievre, eldest son of the Prince 
de Joinville, was among them. He isin the Portuguese navy, 
and is on his way to Lisbon to join his ship, after a year’s leave 
spent in visiting Australia, Java, China and Japan. 

Mr. R. Eusden, formerly attached to the British Legation as 
Japanese Secretary, arrived from Shanghai by the Singapore on 
his way to Hakodate, where, we hear, he will assume the duties 
of Acting Consul. 

In commercial circles the time has been a quiet one, dis- 
turbed only by the occurrence of a bankrupcy, that of Messrs. 
A. M’cKechnie and Co., fancy goods merchants, which, so far as. 
appears at present, seems likely to be a disastrous one to all 
concerned. The silk and tea markets are both exceedingly 
slack, as might be expected at this time of the year. Of our 
chief staple there is very little on the market, most of the. stock 
is of an inferior description, but for the very few bales of really 
good silk, of which there is a small quantity, holders are re- 
markably firm. Little is doing in the tea market, buyers wait- 
ing the arrival of samples of the new crop. It is reported that 
a lot of new teas, bought at top prices, went by the Colorado. 
Accounts from the country of grain, rice, silk and tea are all 
favourable, and the weather is all that could be wished. 

The following is a copy of a notification recently issued by 
H.E., the British Minister conveying to the ‘public the terms 
on which the three Japanese Ministers proposed to arrange for 
the reception of foreigners at these ports; and Sir Harry 
Parkes’ letter acquiescing in the arrangments, and acknowledg- 
ing the liberal and courteous manner in which they had carried 
through the negotiations,

1.—The Japanese Government will form at Hiogo a settlement for 

foreigners of all nations having treaties with Japan on the ground situated

2.—As soon as all the ground thus prepared in accordance with the pre- 
ceding article for the use of the foreigners above named is ocevpied and 
more space is required, the settlement may be extended towards the hills 
at the back as far as may be found necessary, and Japanese owning ground 
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or buildings in the town of Kobé will then be at liberty to lease the same 
to foreigners if they wish to do so. 

3.—The Japanese Government will set aside the site shown in the 

annexed plan and coloured red, within which foreigners may, in the 
terms of the treaties, hire houses and reside at Osaka. But no Japanese 
shall be compelled to rent any buildings to foreigners within the said site 

inst bis will, and as the Japanese Government are willing that foreigners 
of those nations having treaties with Japan should enjoy at Osaka the 
same facilities for leasing ground and building houses as are secured to 
them by treaty at the ports, the Japanese Government are prepared to lease 
to foreigners for building purposes that portion of land on the same plan 
which is coloured blue. The Japanese Government will raise the ground 
now under cultivation on the west face of the latter to the level of the 
other portion of the ground within it, and will embank it with stone. 
The necessary roads and drains will be provided, and the trees will be 
carefully preserved. 

4.—The above-mentioned site for building purposes shall be extended 
in a southerly direction as far as may be found necessary, whenever it 
shall have been occupied by the foreigners above-named, and more space 
is required for their use. 

5.—The Japanese Government will prepare the said sites at Hiogo and 
Osaka in the manner above-stated, in time for the occupation of 
foreigners on the Ist of January next. 

6.— The Japanese Government will be reimbursed, the cost of preparing 
the said sites for the use of the foreigners above-named by the sale of the 
leases of the ground. The land will be divided into lots, and prices placed 
upon the different lots, which will vary with the cliyibility of the situation, 
but will amount in the aggregate to the total outlay incurred by the Ja- 
panese Government. This outlay will form the basis for calculating the 
upset prices at which the lots will be offered to foreigners at auction. The 
foreigners of all nations having treaties with Japan may bid at these 
auctions, and each bidder may obtain as much land as he requires. The 
money realised above the upset prices will be retained by the Japanese 
Government as compensation for deprivation of interest on capital, and for 
the risk that may be incurred of not recovering their outlay. 

7.—All the ground leased to foreigners at Osaka and Hiogo will be sub- 
ject to the payment of an annual rent calculated ata rate that will be con- 
sidered sufficient to meet the expenses of keeping in repair the roads and 
drains, the cleansing and lighting of and maintaining order in the settle- 
ments, and the ordinary land-tax payable at the present date to the 
Japanese Government. 

8.—The Japanese Government will not grant or dispose of any of the 
ground se! aside by the preceding articles, for the establishment of foreign 
settlements at Hiogo and Osaka, to any foreign Government, company, or 
individual ior building or other purposes, except at public auction, in the 
manner laid down in the preceding articles. The foreign Consuls will 
not be provided with separate grants of land by the Japanese Government, 
either within or without the foreiyn settlement, 

9.—In determining the upset price of all the land to be thus leased to 
foreigners at Hiogo anil Osaka, the amount of annual rent, the number and 
size of the streets, lots and drains, the quantity of ground to be put up to 
auction at one time, the conditions and date of sale, and the formation of 
the cemeteries hereinafter mentioned, the Japanese Government will con- 
sult the foreign representatives. 

10.—Insurable warehouses, in which the goods of foreigners may be 
stored in bond, will be provided by the Japanese Government both at 
Hiogo and Osaka, in the same manner as is stipulated in the the Conven- 
tion of Yedo. At the former place the space coloured blue on the annexed 
pian will be reserved by the Japanese Government for this and other official 
purposes, and the dock now commenced will be removed. 

1].—The Japanese Government will form a cemetery for the use of all 
nations at Hiogo, on the hill in the rear of the foreign settlement, and 
another at Osaka at Zuikenzan. The Japanese Government will lay out 
the cemeteries, and surround them with fences ; the expenses of maintain- 
ing and repairing the cemeteries will be borne by the foreign commu- 
nities. 
12.—The Japanese Government will select, at Yedo, in concert with 
the foreign representatives, a port on the west coast at which a foreign set- 
tlement may be formed, as well as the place within which houses may be 
rented by foreigners at Yedo. These will be made in accordance with 
the Treaty and Convention above mentioned, and on the basis of the pre- 
sent arrangements.

f . There has been some stir about the seizure and bringing in 
of the American barque dna Aimbull. It appears that she 
was chartered by a British firm to load rice at Kouroumi for 
Osaka, or some other port in the Iuland Sea to be named on 
her reaching Nagasaki. Instead, however, of getting the neces- 
sary license through the Consul and Customs to do the ladiag, 
she weut to Kouroumi and filled up first, a feat for which she

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would have been seized so soon as the authorities heard of it 
had she not run over to Shanghai, whence, after a little time, 
she again sailed for this, and anchored outside, in the hope, it 
is supposed, of finding everything arranged. But nothing had 
been done, and so, when the Japanese authorities applied to 
the American, there could be no reasonable objection to letting 
the /#’yoming go out to seize her; and seized she was accord- 
ingly. ‘lhe result will be, probably, confiscation of the rice 
(the Prince of Kouroumi’s) and fines of a thousand dollars each 
on ship and captain—the latter for not coming into port when 
first requested, 

The steamer Viola has been bought from the Japanese by 
Messrs. Glover and Co., and it is expected she will go across to 
China for repairs, Messrs. Nicholson and Boyd have the con- 
tract for repairing the steamer Argus. 

The anniversary of the Queen’s birthday was celebrated in a 
worthy manner by H.B.M.’s Consul. A ball was given at the 
Consulate in the evening, which, notwithstanding the unpro- 
pitious state of the weather, was attended by all the -élite of 
Nagasaki. The fine band of the Guerrivre animated the dancing, 
which was kept up till a late hour in the morning. ‘The illu- 
mination—the night being dark—looked very brilliant, and had 
a wonderful effect when viewed from the shipping in bédfbour. 
H.L.M.S. Guerriere, with his Excellency the French Mister on 
board, arrived a few days ago from Osaka. Admiral bre did 
us the honour of firing a royal salute, which compliment Com- 
mander Domville, of H.M. gunboat Alyerine, could: duly reply 
to by “ manning yards.” H.M,S. Pelorus had not yet returned 
from the Inland Sea. Admiral Bell, who had only just arrived 
in the U.SS. Hartford, paid the same compliment to the British 
Queen, as did Captain Eschar, of the Dutch man-of-war 
Watergeus. 

From Nagasaki we also have the following item of news: 
On Sunday afternoon, the 4th May, a young Japanese officer, 
who had been three years in European employ, and intended 
proceeding to Yokohama in the Auyosima, had been on shore 
to sce some friends before leaving. While walking along the 
street he accidentally jostled against a foreigner employed by 
Messrs. Alt and Co., who struck him over the head with a stick. 
He immediately retaliated by drawing his short sword, and 
stabbing him in the breast and back. He was immediately 
arrested and delivered over to the Japanese authorities. The 
prisoner admits having been under the influence of saki. ‘Vhen 
the Kagosima left on the 5th the wounded man was not ex- 
pected to live. G 

CHINA. _ 
TIENISIN, 

A correspondent at Tientsin, writing under date of the 24th 
May, says :—Two nights ago the sky was much overcast, and 
every one expected rain was at hand; but after a very slight 
shower the clouds cleared up and the wind got round to the 
north, bringing dust. It would appear this year that we are 
never to get rain. The whole of the north of China in the in- 
terior is suffering much from drought, and the mandarins in 
every district are every few days visiting the temples to pray 
for rain. At Tientsin the food of the people has risen con- 
siderably in price; and grain is being imported as fast as 
possible from the Leaoutung promontory. Besides what has 
come in junks, one foreign vessel has just arrived bringing 
a cargo of millet. Owing to the want of water in the 
canals from here to the interior, laden junks cannot transport 
their cargoes. The stoppage in the trausport of imports on 
the water routes has caused the Shan-se traders to cease 
buying, and at present there has literally nothing been done 
by them in imports. Some Tientsin and Peking dealers have 
been buying to a very small extent a few imports, but the 
business done almost amounts to nothing in comparison with 
what would be done if the Shan-se men were operating. Rates 
quoted in the circulars may be considcred under these circum- 
stances almost nominal for British aud American manufactures, 
In the opium market, Lowever, there is some life, and sales of 
Malwa were made yesterday evening at an improvement upon 
the last quotations from this side, but at a fall on the rates of 
the previous days, some holders having given way iv order to 
realise. There is a very fair demand for Malwa but uo inquiry 
for Patna. The ‘faze chub-lin anchorage is crowded with 
sailing vessels, which have lately arrived from the south of 
China and Japan with southern Chinese and Japanese produce. 
As there are, scarcely any exports offerimg, nearly all these 
vessels must leave for Newchwang and Chefoo in ballast. 
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SHANGHAI. 

The outward French mail of 17th April arrived on 4th June, 
with telegrams to the 3rd May. Dates are now down to the 
7th June. 
| Sir Rutherford Alcock had invited, previous to his departure 
for the Yang-tze ports, a committee of merchants for the 
purpose of suggesting alterations in the tariff, &c. A circular 
of the Chamber of Commerce announces that the following 
merchants had formed into a committec, and they invited the 
co-operation of other merchants :—Messrs. F. B, Johnson, G. 
Tyson, W. J. Bryans, A. Turing, E. F. Duncanson, W. Probst, 
E. Iveson, J. Hogg, W. Lemann, J. MacDouall, R. J. Fearon, M. 
S. Gubbay, W. H. Carter, A. A. Hayes, E. Borntraeger. 

We hear that Sir Rutherford Alcock has had communication 
with the Taotai, relative to the ill-usage of the municipal 
policeman, and that the latter promised a strict investigation 
into the circumstances. The treaty Consuls, have, we learn, 
asked compensation for him equivalent to one year’s pay. 
Several changes are, we learn, likely to occur shortly in the 
Consular staff at this port. Mr. Markham is spoken of as likely 
to assume charge of the Chinkiang Consulate, and Mr. Alabaster 
that of Chefoo ; while Mr. Forrest assumes the post of Vice- 
Consul at Shanghai. We learn that a memorial to Sir Ruther- 
ford Alcock is in course of preparation, begging him to exert his 
influence with the Chinese authorities to secure the establish- 
ment of ariver police. An application has, we are informed, 
been made to the Taotai, to allow the importation of articles 
destined for the new church, and for the Masonic Hall, duty 
free. 

A meeting of shareholders in the Race-course has been 4d 
at which a dividend of 38 taels per share was declared. A 
sum of 3,497 taels, it appears, is due from the Recreation 
Fund for land sold them for the cricket and base ball grounds, 
and measures are to be taken for obtaining the immediate 
payment of the amount. A lease has been concluded with 
the Race Club, under which theflatter agrees to pay 700 taels 
per annum. 

A meeting of Treaty Consuls has been held, to discuss the 
proposed new rules on which the Mixed Court is to be con- 
ducted on the arrival of the Tung-chi, whois to be appointed 
to its separate jurisdiction, 

Some shares in the Shanghai Dock Company have, we learn, 
been sold for 130 and 140 taels. The barquantine 7Z'a-/ee has 
been sold for 7,800 taels. 

News has been received from Nanking of an important 
victory gained by Li-hung-chang over the Nienfei in Hoopeh, 
which is expected to lead to the surrender of one of their 
principal Wangs. 

We hear, says the Friend of China, that Mr. Consular 
Assistant Beattie has resigned the British service at New- 
chwang, and so has Mr. C. Treasure Jones at Amoy. 

The Customs’ returns of imports into Shanghai, during April, 
show an increase in Grey Shirting from 186,449 pieces to 
204.092 ; but a falling off in White Shirtings from 39,384 to 
25,650. ‘T-Cloths have risen from 3,990 to 43,013. 
American Drills stand at 46,010 pieces against nw. Camlets 
have fallen from 15,139 pieces to 5,180; Long Ells from 
11,260 to 7,400. But Lustres have sprung from 14,968 to 
43,793. Only 4,349 piculs of iron, and 1,042 peculs of lead 
have been imported, against 10,360 and 15,203 piculs re- 
spectively. 

In the Bankruptcy Court Mr. James Dow appeared person- 
ally and prayed that his appearance might be accepted as an 
adequate surrender, he having been in England and unable to 
appear before this court when his partners surrendered. The 
application was granted, 

In the American Court Henry Roundy surrendered, and the 
first meeting of creditors was held. There were present 
Mr. McDoual (Oriental Bank), Mr. McLean (Hong Kong and 
Shanghai Bank), Mr. Mouatt (for Mr. H. Wignall), and Mr. 
Endicott, who appeared for Mr, C. D. Nye, Messrs. A. Heard 
and Co., Captain Patridge, Captain Hutchinson, and Captain 
West. The insolvent did not appear, being unable to do so on 
account of illness. Mr. Endicott was appointed receiver. 
Several of the creditors objected to the amounts in the sche- 
dule, and we therefore defer publishing the assets and liabilities 
till the amounts are agreed to. 

‘Lhe case McLarty v. Macfarlane, recently tried before H.M.’s 
Supreme Court, though it involved only a very petty amount, 
brouzht to light an apparent laxity on the part of H.M.’s Naga- 
saki Cousulate which will no doubt become the subject of 
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further inquiry. The plaintiff took service, on the 19th 
December last, as second engineer of the Jéland Queen, signing 
articles for three months ; the articles, however, containing a 
subsidiary clause that, in the event of the vessel being sold, 
he was to be given a passage to Shanghai from the port 
of sale, and to receive wages only up to the time of 
his jarrival, The Jsland Queen went to Nagasaki, and 
lay there for some time, during which negotiations were 
entered into that appeared so likely to end in her sale, that on 
the 10th February the captain desired the officers and crew to 
attend at the Consulate, for the purpose of receiving their dis- 
charge. McLarty attended with the rest, but, unlike them, 
demurred to the legality of the discharge—inasmuch as the 
vessel had not been sold—and refused to accept it. Mr. 
Russell Robertson, H.M.’s Vice-Consul, endeavoured to over- 
come his objection, but according to plaintiff's distinct oath, 
and the captain’s Own admission, ineffectually. He steadily 
refused to accept the $55 tendered him, as other than 
part payment of his claim, and eventually left Nagasaki 
without receiving it, as the captain would not hand it over to 
him on these terms, After arriving in Shanghai he waited, 
apparently, till the 19th March, and then asked Captain Mac- 
farlane, as owner of the steamer, for the balance of wages due 
under his three months’ agreement, which expired on that day. 
Captain Macfarlane declined payment, and hence the present 
action. The action itself, however, as we remarked before, is 
comparatively unimportant. Its interest lies in the following 
extraordinary endorsement on the ship’s articles, by H.M.’s 
Vice-Consul at Nagasaki :-— 

“T hereby certify that the within named John McPhie, chief 
officer, H. McLarty, second engineer, &c., &c., have been duly 
discharged by mutual consent, wages paid up to 15th instant, 
and a passage provided to Saanghai.” 

Tlie whole evidence went to prove that the plaintiff had re- 
fused his discharge, and declined to accept the wages tendered 
him. An explanation, therefore, will probably be sought from 
the Vice-Consul of the reasons which induced him to say the 
discharge had taken place “ by mutual consent,” and that his 
wages had been paid. So long as the steamer was not sold, the 
clause rendering the agreement terminable in such an event had 
clearly not become operative. H.M.’s Vice-Cunsul seems, 
therefore, in the unpleasant position of having lent his influence 
to accomplish an illegal measure, instead of pointing out to 
Captain Shaw how illegal the action was, how immediate, at 
the time, the prospect of sale appeared. The sale had not been 
effected, and has not been to the present day. The negotia- 
tions fell through, and the Jsland Queen has returned to Shan- 
ghai, where she is again advertised to tow vessels in search of 
tea freight to Hankow. One principal object of the clause in 
the Merchant Seamen’s Act requiring Consuls to examine into 
the grounds of seamen’s discharge is their protection. Judg- 
ment was given by the Court for the plaintiff. 

An address has been presented by the merchants at Kiu- 
Kiang on the desirability of obtaining permission to open up 
the Poyang Lake to trade, and to the running of steamers to 
ply between Kiu-Kiang and the principal places of trade on 
the lake as far up as Jaou Chow, distant 450 li, or say 150 
miles, from Kew-keang. 

The Municipal debt to the Comptoir d’Escompte has been 
paid. Weare glad to learn that steps are being taken to 
resuscitate the Shanghai Club, on a new and better basis. The 
Taotai has deputed an officer to examine into the Woosung road 
difficulty, and has promised to pay tls. 509 towards the repair 
of bridges. 

HANKOW. 

The Hankow Times of May 25th states:—The market for 
the new season’s teas was opened on the 23rd by the purchase, 
of three chops Oopack (not the finest), at Tis. 31.50 to 32, 
and on the following day another chop was settled by the same 
buyer at Tls. 32.25 per picul. This range of prices is much 
higher than was generally anticipated, and excited consider- 
able surprise, not only among foreigners, but also among 
the Chinese, who in their most sanguine moments never 
seriously expected more than Tis. 30 for even the 
crack chops. It’ is generally reported that these purchases 
have been made in execution of an order for the Russian 
market. It is satisfactory to notice that intending buyers for 
England decline to follow such a reckless example, and we feel 
assured they will be well repaid for their patience. Musters 
representing nearly 70,000 chests have already been put on the 
market, so that there is no scarcity of tea, and holders will 
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soon be glad to accept prices more in keeping with the present 
state of the London market, and such as will warrant the hope 
of a fair and legitimate profit being obtained by shippers. 

The case of F. Carnie, on behalf the Commercial Bank Cor- 
poration (in liquidation) versus Ballance and Hallam, was heard 
on the 8th May, at the Hankow Consulate, before W. H. Med- 
hurst, Esq. The petition of F. Carnie, the above-named plain- 
tiff, shows as follows :—1. That on the 5th March, 1866, 
Messrs. Ballance and Hallam received on their promissory note, 
endorsed by Messrs. Preston, Breuell, and Co., of Shanghai, the 
sum of Shanghai Tis. 60,000, from the Shanghai Agency of the 
Commercial Bank Corporation, &c., for a period of four months 
- fixed. 2. That after the due date of above promissory note, 
Tis. 51,000 have only been received as yet on account of the 
above-mentioned amount of Tls. 60,000—viz, on July 18th, 
Tis. 20,000 ; July 26th, Tis. 10,000; August 7th, Tls. 10,000 ; 
September 19th, Tis. 6,000; and November 8th, Tls. 5,000. 
The plaintiff therefore prays that the defendants be made to 
pay the balance—viz., Tls. 9,000 of their promissory note, with 
all interest and charges to date. The answer of Ballance and 
Hallam to the petition of the plaintiff was as follows :—That no 
notice of dishonour of the promissory note for Tis, 60,000 
having been given by the plaintiff to the defendants at due date 
of the said promissory note, the defendants are relieved from 
all responsibility in respect}of the same; and, secondly, that 
the fact of giving time to Messrs. Preston, Breuell, and Co., 
without any notice of dishonour having been given to the de- 
fendants, and the fact of Messrs. Preston, Breuell, and Co. 
paying interest on unpaid balances from time to time, proves 
that the bank virtually received a fresh promise to pay at some 
future date from Preston, Breuell, and Co., and therefore the 
defendants are absolved {from further responsibility on said 
note. 

Mr. Carnie gave evidence as follows :—In November last the 
Shanghai agency forwarded me the promissory note A., request- 
ing me to collect the balance due from the defendants with in- 
terest at the rate of 12 per cent. from due date; und in the 
event of their not complying with the demand, to place the 
matter in the hands of the Consul. On receipt of that letter I 
wrote to the defendants requesting payment of the balance on 
the note. Their answer was that they could not pay it, or 
something to that effect. Ihave not got the copy. (Answer 
produced by defendants.) I thereupon sent the note to the 
Consulate to be protested, and requested the Consul to take 
proceedings against the defendants. I now produce the note 
of protest. I can produce a document showing the note to have 
been presented to Preston, Breuell, and Co. on the 28th No- 
vember, 1866, and duly protested before H.B.M.’s Consul at 
Shanghai. (Document produced.) Iam not in a position 
to say whether the note at maturity was duly honoured. 
I cannot say whether Preston, Breuell, and Co. were applied to 
for payment at due date. Ido not consider that it is always 
Irecessary to give notice of dishonour to the makers of a note. 
Z could not say whether the balance on the note was ever 
passed to the account of Preston, Breuell, and Co., with the 
bank. I have no copy of Preston and Breuell’s account current 
with the bank to show that such was not the case. I could 
not say whether interest on unpaid balances was ever paid by 
Preston, Breuell, and Co., or passed to their account. I donot 
think it could have been or I should not have been called on to 
collect interest. I could not say whether the bank had 
any understanding with Preston, Breuell, and Co. that they 
should not be pressed for immediate payment of the note. It 
is very probable that the bank had some such understanding, 
otherwise the note would not have been allowed to remain over 
80 long unpaid. 
~40n the part of the defendants evidence was given that the note 
was not protested until the 28th November, whereas it ought 
to have been presented for payment and protested at due date. 
We received no official notice of the dishonour of the note at 
due date, I produce a letter which I wrote to the manager of 
the} bank at Shanghai with reference to this note (letter, 
Ballance and Hallam, dated 19th July, 1866, produced). To 
that letter we have never received any official reply, in fact, no 
material reply at all, After hearing ‘the above evidence, the 
Court gave the following decision :—That the plea raised by the 
defendants as to the note’s not having been duly presented or pro- 
tested at due dateJcan have no force as against the fact that the 
defendants not only were parties to certain payments on account 
since the due date of the note, but actually requested the 
acceptors to make arrangements to let the note remain over 
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for a short period, and recorded no protest against their own 
eventual liability. Even granting what the defendants plead 
further—namely, that the bank virtually made fresh engage- 
ments with the acceptors for payments on account—this does 
not free the defendants from liability, inasmuch as they made 
no effort, although aware that the note had not been fully met, 
to protest against their responsibility on the note being allowed 
to run on, and ivasmuch as they never attempted to recover 
their note, although debited by the acceptors with the full 
amount in their account current. The Court are therefore of 
opinion that the defendants are liable for the amount of the 
balance claimed on the note, tls. 9,000, but without interest. 
Costs to be divided. 

Messrs. Francis and Co.’s Kiukiang Tea Circular of June 1st 
states :—The Ningchow teas have not yet commenced to arrive, 
and a muster of one parcel only has been shown on the market. 
The purchase of the leaf in the Ningchow district is proceeding 
very slowly ; prices have fluctuated during the fortnight, and by 
last accounts were nominally at the equivalent of about Tis. 23 
here, but buyers were holding off for lower rates. 

FOOCHOW. 

A very interesting letter on the subject of tea will be found 
in another column. We take the following from the Foochow 
Advertiser :— 

The tea market has been opened in the districts of Yang-how 
and Sui-kau at rates varying from 12 to 13 taels cheaper than 
last year ; the estimated lay down cost at Foochow will be 25 
to 30 taels. The quality of the new tea is reported to be much 
superior to last year’s. Some fears are entertained that the 
present crop of tea will be injured owing to the long-continued 
and incessant rains, As tea is so sensitive to damp, it is quite 
possible that boxes on arrival in England will be found below 
proper condition, but otherwise, as there has been time to pluck 
and dry the tea before the wet weather really set in, there 
ought to be no reason why the tea should not be as good as 
usual. The Chinese are quite anxious about the approaching 
opening of the market ; they fear that prices will be too low, 
and, whether feignedly or not, they anticipate a bad year for . 
them. Very likely they feel that foreigners are not about to 
give them the former high prices for tea ; that the lessons which 
have been so hard to learn have not been thrown away. Oue par- 
ticular source of disquietude to the Chinese is the absence 
of the clippers at this time of the year. They had got the 
idea that because a clipper was in, she must of necessity be 
despatched without delay ; now they see the clippers still con- 
spicuous by their absence from cur port, and they reason there- 
fore that the foreigner is in no hurry, that he has got plenty of 
time to spare, and does not want to purchase tea at present. 

It was reported on Sunday morning, May 25, that the tea- 
market had been opened, which report in the course of the day 
became contradicted. On Monday morning, however, there 
was no longer room left to doubt that the market had opened. 
The report of Sunday morning stated that the tea-market had 
opened at 25 to 29 taels: the actual fact is that it has been 
opened at a slightly higher rate, 26 to 30 taels. 

The same journal, under date June 1, says :— 

The Maitland , the Serica, and the Taeping had left; so far 
then we shall have a race this year between these three clippers 
—but what has become of the Ariel? We fear her chance of 
starting fair for the ocean race this season is gone. We regret 
this, as she would have added so much more to its inte- 
rest. Freight is low for first clippers, being only £4 per 
ton without the additional 10s. per ton to the first home 
arrival. Notwithstanding this, we hope the ships will 
manifest their sailing qualities after the old style, nor 
abate aught of their former competition. The news by 
last mail being of nothing but rumours of war, we should 
naturally have supposed that in the face of such a gloomy 
array of intelligence purchasers of tea would pause, still there 
was no such manifestation; and only yesterday, after 60,000 
chests of tea had been settled and when 3,000 more were all 
that remained on the market, was any slackness visible. 
Buyers ceased to buy by force of necessity ; because there was 
not enough for them to buy. Yesterday the market was stiff 
from the small quantity (3,000 chests) of tea available and 
prices were tending upwards. The Chinese allege the present 
sudden and apparently causeless floodings of the river (for the 
rains have ceased) to be the reason why teas sre so scarce— 
the joss water as they call it preventing teas coming down. 
This may be part of the truth, though certainly it is not nor 
can be the whole. We suspect that the Chinese are under 
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good leadership, and if we should hear that they have been 
endeavouring to force their own prices on the foreigner by 
keeping the stocks in market low, we should not be surprised. 

A correspondent of the Shanghai Jecorder, May 29, says :— 
“The following fact may be interesting to the tea trade. The 
market this season was opened by the purchase of a ‘ Chong 
Hing’ at taels 32, similar in quality {and make to the same 
chop bought last year at taels 36. The tea at taels 32 will 
lay down at 2/14; and a portion of the chop bought last year 
at tacls 36 was advised as sold at 1/114, by the 18th April 
mail. Has the latter lost 2d. a pound in value by being kept 
for a year ?” 

It is expected ere long that thirty mechanics and engineers 
with a medical man will arrive at Foochow to commence'opera- 
tions in connection with the Government Dockyard there. In 
addition to the Europeans there will be a thousand soldiers 
established at the Dockyard, and the whole, Europeans and 
Chinese, high and low, will be under the orders of a former 
governor of one of the two Kiang. 


CANTON. 


The following letter of miscellaneous news is dated from 
Canton, by which it seems that something like the old fire and 
spirit of the place are returning :— 

The preliminary step in the way of building on the old fac- 
tory site has been taken by the erection of the wall being 
commenced, which is to encircle the space. In addition to two 
spacious premises there are to be godowns for each firm, which 
accounts for the large space that will be taken up, judging 
from the one side of the wall now going up, beginning from 
where used to be the gate of old China-street, and terminating 
at what used to be the entrance to Chow Chow hong. The 
ground is to be raised three feet from the present level, and the 
wall is to be about seven feet high. 

The British flag is not the only piece of bunting which ren- 
ders the buildings on Shamien conspicuous. The Portuguese 
flag is alrendy flying, and the Danish flagstaff is in course of 
erection. Canton generally seems to be progressing, and before 
very long it is possible that she will again rise in rank amongst 
the Treaty Ports. 

The U.S. steamer Ashuelot turned up here on the morning of 
Wednesday last, and is lying in the stream. She has not been 
reported in Hong Kong, consequently she must have shaped 
her course direct to this place from the scene of the Rover's 
wreck, whither she was last reported to have proceeded. 

The little steamer Feewan, it is stated, has been purchased 
by the owner of the Spark, and is undergoing extensive altera- 
tions, by which it is expected she will be considerably improved 
and become a worthy successur to the Spark on the Macao 
route. The history of the doings of the last-named vessel on 
the Pearl river, in the days when ¢aipans even of high standing 
did not scruple to dodge the lynx-eyed Customs’ officer, would 
afford ample materials for a series of interesting lectures. As 
the alpha and omega of the bonn fide American river steamers, 
the Spark bas proved herself to be the luckiest craft on the 
Pearl river, and indeed well deserves to be kept in a frame- 
work of glass as a memento of her past valuable services, of 
which her owner has every reason to be proud. The Feewan 
has assumed the name of Spec with the change of ownership. 


It appears that the bonus to the pushing skipper for landing 
the first cargo of new teas in London, and the eagerness evinced 
by taipans to be first in the market, have not been quite done 
away with, judging from the fact of the clippers from Whampoa 
being despatched in such hot haste as to necessitate the tea 
stores being kept at work day and night. The Min was, more- 
over, towed down by the Jeejecbhoy as far as Lintin, in order 
that she might not be many days behind the Belted Will and 
Deerfoot from the starting point. And our market for new teas 
seems to have also undergone a marked change, if that com- 
mercial authority, The China Trade Report, can be depended 
upon ; accordivg to which, “ 25 to 26 taels were, asa rule, this 
season opening rates for Scented Capers ;’ but under the head 
of “ Sales Reported ” itis recorded that this description of tea 
has found purchasers at “ 30 to 34 taels.” If it is not for the 
eagerness as to who will be first with new teas, how could the 
market have been so influenced as to establish an advance of 5 
to 8 tacls on the reported opening prices, and why should the 
aid of steam be likewise availed of ? 

The wall which is to encircle the American bund on the old 
factory site has been carried forward eastward, from its last re- 
ported terminus to as far ds the creek dubbed as the “ Never- 
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failing Source of Abomination.” 
wall the space to be taken up becomes clear, which the old resi- 
dents will at once understand when it is stated from Jardine’s 
to King’s hong, comprising a square of 500 by. 250 feet, to 
be divided into four lots to build upon with a garden front- 
age or promenade. 
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The premises of the two firms who have 
already contracted for building, will occupy one of the lots, 


consequently the remaining three will perhaps be open to the 


highest bidder. The matsheds and shanties have all been taken 
down, and the masons are now going ahead with their work. 
HONG KONG. 

From this port we have advices to the 13th of June. The 
outward mail of April 26 was delivered on the 4th of June. 

The case of Leibert and Mendel, of Manchester, against the 
owners of the Min, for delivery of goods to the order of the 
the Chartered Bank and the Comptoir d’Escompte, originally 
consigned to Lyall, Still, and Co., bankrupts, was tried in the 
Supreme Court, before Judge Smale and occupied three days. 
The Jurors were as follows :—Messrs. D. Welsh, A. Sassoon, A. 
Coxon, H. Burrows, A. M’G. Heaton, C. T. Smith, and A. 
Eimbeke. For the plaintiffs there appeared Mr. Pollard, Q.C., 
instructed by Mr. Caldwell. The Attorney-General and Mr. 
Whyte, instructed by Mr. Hazeland, appeared on behalf of the 
defendants, and of the firms who had stopped the goods in 
question in the Hong Kong harbour. 

Mr. Pollard in conclusion, said there was an absolute de- 
livery of the goods in London by the delivery of the bills 
of lading, and a cessation of transit. The Attorney-Gene- 
ral had said that if Lyall, Still and Co. were insolvent there was 
mala fides, and that if the banks knew it, the defendents were 
entitled to a verdict. He quoted a case in which a man who 
knew of the insolvency asked security on that ground, and 
was upheld. There were the vendors’ carriers and the vendees’ 
carriers, which explained the transmission links mentioned by his 
learned friend ; and it was very certain that Liebert and Mendel 
neveriutended to have control over the goods after they went into 
the hands of Lyall and Still, of London. And, in conclusion, 
the learned counsel demanded a verdict for the plaintiffs, be- 
cause the defendants had not paid for the freight, insurance, 
and the three half crowns upon the goods. There was not a 
case in the books where the stopper did not pay those expenses. 
His case was one throughout consistent, while the current of 
authorities went with him. He gave little heed to what had 
been said of flourishes of trumpets; those who won were en- 
titled to flourish, and he thought the defendants ought to be 
glad to be able to retire at all. The Chief Justice then summed 
up for the jury, leaning rather to the side of the defendants, 
the unpaid vendors of the goods. But the jury, after an ab- 
sence of only ten minutes, brought in a verdict for the plaintiffs. 

The energy now imported into the magistracy, under Messrs 
Goodlake and Smith, says the China Mail, is remarkable, and, 
as affecting the officers of the Court, sometimes rather amusing. 
Instead of the quiet, half-asleep half-awake sort of jogtrot 
formerly the rule of the day (and also of part of the evening), 
there are now frantic rushings here and flurried runnings there, 
with the perspiration coursing down the cheeks of those thus 
affected. True, this does not last long; but it is hot work 
while it does last, especially in weather like the present. Both 
the present magistrates appear to work in concert, much more 
smoothly than the two gentlemen who occupied the bench a 
month or two since. An hour or two of duty in the early 
part of the day and the business of the Court is, as a rule, at 
anend. This is chiefly owing to the plan adopted of both 
magistrates sitting together every day, instead of. one sitting 
every alternate day, as formerly. 

There are some curious reports in circulation relative to the 
attitude of Russia with regard to the foreign Customs in China 
which it is just as well that the public should have cleared up. 
It has been stated by well informed persons that the Chinese 
Government, acting in concert with Mr. Hart, the Chief 
Superintendent of Customs, intended last year to establish a 
Custom-house, under foreign inspection, at Chang-Kia-Kow, or 
one of the northern frontier towns through which the bulk of 
the Russian export and import trade passes between that em- 
pire and Chiua. The subject was seriously discussed at 
Peking, as being very desirable to apply the same means for 
collecting revenue from the Russian trade that are now 
employed for levying duties on other foreign nations, and also 

to collect by such means more exact statistics of the Russian 
trade than are now known to the public. It was confidently 

expected that the opening of the Russian frontier foreign 
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Custom-house would have taken placo this spring, but, for 
gome reason which has not yet transpired, the establishment 
of the useful institution has been adjourned sine die, 

The accounts by this mail from Hong Kong relative to the 
Mint are more encouraging. A considerable quantity of ichi- 
bous have been received for coining, and the bankers and 
merchants are again sending in silver for conversion into 
dollars, which are at a premium. A quarter of a million of 
5-cent pieces are in process, and altogether there is enough on 
order to nearly pay the expenses of the establishment, which 
will no doubt be kept open for a further trial. 

The Italian ship Teresa, Captain Sebastian’ Rollo, was the 
scene of an extensive robbery of jewellery, &c., on Saturday 
last. A cook and steward, who were employed on board, and 
seem to have enjoyed the confidence of both the captain and 
his wife, are supposed to have been the thieves. The cook is 
now in custody charged with the offence; but the steward 
(who is believed to have been the man who actually committed 
the robbery) has-disappeared to parts unknown. About 
$500 worth of gold pieces, nearly $100 in silver and notes, two 
valuable bracelets, one necklace, a costly crucifix, a gold breast- 
pin, and a gold ring, are included in the extensive annexa- 
tion carried into effect by the steward referred to. The pro- 
perty, all told, amounts in value to $2,000; and the fact of 
its disappearance is only another proof of the mistaken notions 
entertained of the Chinese character, and the costliness of the 
expericiuce of its true nature. <A shopkecyer of West Point is 
supposed to have been in league with the two servants on board 
the ship ; and all three are suspect:d of having shared in the 
proceeds. Some $700 or more of the property has been re- 
covered, and the manner of its recovery was most remarkable. 
On Sunday morning last the cook was arrested on suspicion of 
having been one of the men who chased and threatened the 
sweetmeat hawker who gave evidence in the Tank Lane murder 
case. His arrest on this ground wa- found to have been a mis- 
take, and he was just on the point of being released, when a 
"cute sergeant suggested that the prisoner should be searched. 
On his person were found the necklace, a bracelet, 20 ducats, 
and $16, which altogether amounted to over $700, and is sup- 
posed to have been the third allotted to him for his share in the 
outturn of the robbery. Both the articles and the possessor 
were identified; and the case stands over now pending the 
arrest of the other delinquent, but it is very doubtful if his 
capture be possible. 

H.M.’s surveying vessel Sylvia, which arrived at Hong Kong 
on 27th May, left Plymouth 26th November, calling at Madeira 
and St. Vincent, arriving on 4th January at Rio de Janeiro, 
leaving on the 1]th, and arriving at the Cape of Good Hope 
4th February. H.M.S. Valorows was in Simon’s Bay. The 
Sylvia left the Cape on the 17th, and on the 24th February, in 
lat. 39 deg. 47 min. S., lon. 35 deg. 10 min. E., she stopped to 
sound on one of the Vigias, shown on the chart of the Indian 
Ocean, called the Hudson Rock, supposed to be ten feet above 
water, and obtained 1,950 fathoms, finesand. Arrived at Trin- 
comalee, Ceylon, on the Ist April. Left for the Andaman 
Islands for the purpose of determining the positions of several 
prominent points and islands, and also to visit the lighthouse 
erected on Table Island of the Great Coco’s Group. Crossing 
to Martaban, a line of soundings down the coast of Malay to 
the Straits of Malacca was obtained, as alsoa line from Saigon 
to Hong Kong for telegraphic purposes. She left Singapore on 
the 14th May, arrived at Saigon on the 18th, and this port on 
the 27th. The Sylvia has come out for the express purpose of 
surveying the coast of the Korea and Jepan. 

The local occurrence of most general interest during the 
last fortnight is the robbery of the powder magazine, under 
very peculiar circumstances, which subjected the whole city to 
the danger of destruction. 

The Sikhs who are to replace a portion of our police force 
arrived in the Clan Alpine. We find the following particulars 
relating to their engagement in the Friend of India :—“On 
29th April Mr. Creagh, Assistant District Superintendent of 
Police, left Lahore en route to Hong Kong, taking 120 Punjabis 
to serve as policemen there. The men are to receive Rs.10 a 
month until they reach Calcutta. On landing at Hong Kong 
they will be divided into three classes, drawing Rs. 20, 
25, aud 30 a month; these will form the rank and 
file, and over them there will be the usual pro- 
portion of native officers. The men are engaged to serve for 
five years, after which they are entitled to a free passage to 
Calcutta, or may re-enlist for five years more, when they 
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beoome eligible to a pension equivalent to one-fourth of their, 
pay besides. The Indian Opinion remarks that the experiment is 
an exceedingly interesting one at the present time, when the 
subject of Sikhs for the protection of our colonies is so widely 
agitated.” They are a fine body of men. They hive com- 
menced active duty, and appear able to perform it effectively, 
A large number of the Hindoo police have been discharged, 
In connection with this me may mention that Mr. Creagh has 
been appointed assistant superintendent of the Hong Kong. 
police. 

M. Pio Marques has been ‘appointed temporarily as British 
Consular agent in Macao.

JAVA. 
BATAVIA, 

Dates hence are to the 1th of June. 

On the morning of the 10th of June the centre of Java, 
from shore to shore, and over a length of some hundred and 
fifty miles, was shaken by a severe earthquake, the full force of 
which seems to havo fallen upon the town of Djoekjoe, where 
many buildings have fallen in, and none escaped serious injury, 
At many other places, also, ranging from Samarang to Che- 
ribon, the same disasters havo occurred, while some hundred 
lives have been lost, of which twelve to fourteen are Europeans. 

Some five years agoa Mr. W. Major, a merchant at Passa- 
roeang, in Java, died in the Red Sea, on his way home to Eng- 
Jand, and amongst other gifts he left a splendid house, with 
spacious outhouses and grounds, valued at 40,000f,, along with 
other property valued at 100,000f., at the disposal of the Java 
Government, provided they complied with the testator’s condi- 
tions of turning his property into a Native Hospital at Passa- 
roeang, as well as maintaining the same in an efficient condition, 
failing which, the whole property was then to revert to the 
Batavian Parapattan Orphan Asylum. The Government hag 
taken five years to decide the question, and concluded the other 
day by declining the noble gift. Now the directors of the 
Asylum step forward, and finding the property seriously dete- 
riorated in value during these five years, threaten to come upon 
the Government for the difference, as a penalty for inaction, 
and very possibly justice will support them. 

The Mecklenburg brig Diederich Pentzien, Captain Johannsen, 
which left Singapore for Melbourne on the 24th of May, with 
a full cargo of Straits produce, struck on a rock in Carimatta 
Passage, and became a total wreck. The crew were saved in 
boats, and have arrived in Batavia. 


STRAITS SETTLEMENTS, 
SINGAPORE. 

The London mail of the 10th May arrived out at dayiight on 
the morning of the 10th June, by. the P. and O. steamer Ottawa, 
the transit having been accomplished in the remarkably short 
time of 30 days and some hours. Telegrams by this oppor- 
tunity extended to the 29th May. The French steamer Labour- 
donnais arrived with the Marseilles mail of the 17th May on 
the 20th June, with telegrams to the 7th June. Dates are to 
the 21st June. 

The fortnight (says the Straits Times) has not been distin- 
guished by any events of political significance. The absence of 
his Excellency the Governor and the recess of the Legislative 
Council having afforded a measure of breathing time to succeed 
the somewhat over-strained exertions of the new Government. 
So far as general activity is concerned, the colonial system is in 
strong contrast to that of India, under which the Settlements 
have been reared, and with a little modification, which time 
and experience will doubtless teach how to apply, there can be 
no doubt that many of those benefits in view of which the 
transfer of the Government to the colonies was urged forward, 
will be realised. At the same time, there prevails a general 
opinion that any sudden alterations should be avoided, and 
that, both in respect to the antecedents of the place and to 
the novelty of the position, at least for some time to come, 
matters should be allowed to proceed pretty much in tho 
accustomed course. 

On the 19th June his Excellency the Governor returned 
from Penang, and there was a meeting of the Legislative 
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Council, when, i a.vitinw to the cousideratiou of some 
measures of local improvement, the question of the purchase 
of a new steamer for colonial service in the Straits was brought 
forward, and we are giad to learn that no such extravagant no- 
tions are entertained by Government on the subject as were ori- 
ginally represented. It will be for the Legislative Council to say 
whether or no a steamer be required at all for special service in the 
Straits—a question which ought to be very deliberately weighed— 
and if so, what is the class of boat that would be best suited for 
the purpose, At all events it is satisfactory to find that no 
arrangement is to be entered into precipitately in the matter. 
A somewhat unfortunate contretemps has taken place between 
one of the new officials, acting as Commissioner of the Smal] 
Cause Court, and a much respected member of the bar of the 
Supreme Court, leading to the commitment to gaol of the latter, 
due greatly, it is to be feared, to a want of experience of the 
Acting Commissioner. 

The British barque Othello, from Manila bound to Sydney, 
with a cargo of sugar and hemp, was picked up at sea on the 
27th May, by the British barque Zoe, and brought to this port 
in charge of the chief officer and part of the crew of that ves- 
Bel. The Othello was abandoned on a sunken reef in the China 
Sea on the 21st May. 

PENANG. 

From this port we have dates to the 24th June. 
lowing items are from the Penang Gazette :— 

His Excellency the Governor has returned to Singapore after 
a stay here of about twenty-two days. The usual salute was 
fired. Col. A. E. H. Anson, R.A., arrived here on the 8th June 
and assumed office as the Lieut.-Governor of this place on the 
Monday following. From some oversight the customary salute 
was not fired on that occasion, but the mistake was repaired the 
next day when thirteen guns were fired from the fort, and the 
oaths of allegiance and of office were administered by the Act- 
ing Chief Justice in the Court House. 

In alate issue we gave an account of a proposed floating 
dock. Since then from one or two causes, it is thought prefer- 
able to have a graving dock instead, and accordingly Mr. Lyon 
has been lately occupied in looking out for a suitable place for 
its erection, and he has pitched upon the site of an old mud 
dock in the river Prye, ashort distance from its mouth, in which 
years ago several vessels had been repaired. It is now thought 
that it will form an admirable situation for a graving 
dock, especially as about half the work is already done, 
and there being besides about five fathoms of water close by. It 
will be 300 feet in length, and 54 feet broad at the gates, and 
calculated to repair a vessel of 2,000 tons. The estimated cost 
without the ground is $25,000 ; the cost of the ground should 
be very small, as it is only mud with some mangrove trees, at 
present ofno use. It ought to prove a profitable speculation, 
as during the year there are ofted’ a good number of vessels 
which undergo repair here, and, besides, the knowledge of there 
being a repairing duck in Penang would attract many more. We 
recommend this to the attention of all interested in shipping. 

A still better project of Mr. Lyon’s and one which would 
be exceedingly useful here is a small steam passage boat for the 
province. According to his estimate, the cost will be $3,000 ; 
the dimensions are, length 56 feet 6 inches, beam 10 feet, 
draught of water 3 feet 3 inches, and consumes only 14 ton 
of coal. She will carry 65 passengers each trip, and would be 
available besides for occasionally towing vessels into and out of 
berth. Itseems a very feasible undertaking, and we wish it

Exchange has fluctuated more than usual during the fortnight. For 
India opening ata slight advance on the Jast mail’s closing rates. Pendin 
the result of the Commissariat drawings, the sterling rate also advanced, 
but has since again receded to quotations. 

Discount and Mortgages.—Only first class bills are discountable at a 
moderate figure ; the difficulty of obtaining money, even on good securities, 
except at extreme rates, is being seriously felt, aud calls for some amelio- 
ration. 

Shares.—All descriptions of shares have been very quiet, the market 
being rather in favour of buyers.

Without having any great change 
to note, it may be said that dealers evince rather more disposition to buy 
Grey Shirtings, for which there is some demand for local consumption, 
Ningpo, and the river ports. At Tientsin business is suspended by the 
drought, the canals and creeks being (oo low to admit the navigation being 
carried on. The present dulness may partly be accounted for by its being 
the periodical or half-yearly settling amongst the Chinese. In a few days 
demand may increase. There has been some inquiry for goods for Japan. 
Grey Shirtings: 8 1b. 40z. may be quoted firm at Tls. 2.45 for common 
chops, and at Tle. 2.57 for best eagles. T-Cloths: Without change, best 
cloths in 7 lbs. Tis. 240 to 2.45. White Shirtings: Nothing done and 
quotations are quite nominal. Camlets: Are still lower; sales of fairly 
assorted S.S. having been made at Tls. 13.30 per pce. Spanish Stripes : 
Are without change; a small inquiry exists for scarlet at good rates. Long 
Ells are quiet, and there are now more sellers than buyers ; prices show no 
change. Figured Orleans: Very few transactions reported, and prices tending 
in favour of buyers. Lastings: Assorted are dull of sale. Black have been 
laced at ‘ls. 14.50 per pce. Metals: The arrivals noted in issue of Ist 
une having increased Stocks, dealers have fairly supplied themselves, and 
the market is quiet, but with a good current demand at quotations. 
Coals : The cargo of the Dorothea is the only one on the market. A 
small cargo of Sydney has been sold at the extreme rate of Tls. 12.50, but 
this was an exceptional transaction. Stocks very light. Cardiff, from ships’ 
side, Tls.16, N. Wales 15, English 14to 15, Anthracite 12.50 to 13 nominal. 
@& Yoxouama.— Money is still very scarce with our customers, and what- 
ever dollars they get for the small lo‘s of Silk sold, are chiefly required 
for fulfilment of their contracts for Rice and Sugar. Deliveries of these 
necessaries of life have constituted the main business of the fortnight. We 
remark with much pleasure a growing improvement in the behaviour of the 
Japanese respecting their contracts. They have, in many instances, shown 
very good faith, taking delivery of China Rice by no means up to muster, 
ata fair reduction on contract price, instead of throwing up their bargains 
altogether, and making fresh and more advantageous arrangements, as they 
might easily cdo. In Grey Shirtings a good inquiry exists and stocks are 
considerably reduced. Sales are made to arrive at better prices than can 
be got for goods on thespot. The inquiry for Yarn continues and stocks 
are almost exhausted. Woollens are dull; an inquiry has sprung up for 
Alpacas. Metals are not much asked for, with the exception of Hoop Iron 
and Tin plates, and prices are unremunerative. The impression is gain- 
ing ground that the opening of the new ports will not materially affect the 


Yokohama market. 


CHINA EXPORTS. 
TEA 
Yoxouama.—The season closes with an unsold stock of about 2,200 
piculs, chiefly of inferior and unsaleable character. About 40 piculs of 
new crop from the Shimosa district is on the market and fresh arrivals are 
daily expected. Dealers are very firm in their demands, but no settlement has 
yet taken place to enable us to establish a quotatation. A very small par- 
cel, for which a fancy price was given, went by the Colorado. Business is 
quite at a standstill, the only purchases made during the fortnight having 
been to close up shipments per Lord Collinwood to London and Colorado 
to San Francisco. They amounted only to about 800 piculs. 
Canton.— The business transacted in teas during the fortnight has been 
small comparcd to that reported on the 28th ultimo. The principal settle- 
ments have been in Scented Orange Pekoes at a decline of 2§ to 4 taels 
upon previous quotations. One chop of Country Congou has found a buyer 
at 2itaels. Stock is now 9 chops or 4,020 packages. In Canton Congous 
a settlement of 500 packages is reported at taels 24) to 253. Canton 
Gunpowders and Young Hysons sales amount to ],000 boxes each at taels 
22 to 284 for the former, and taels 23 to 26 for the latter. The offer of 
384 taels proportion for the three chops Country Greens has fnot been 
accepted, and the stock remains the same, say three chops, without any 
inquiry. Settlements have been—Country Congous, 1 chop at 214 taels ; 
Scented Orange Pekoe, 13,000 boxes at taels 24 to 32; Scented Caper, 
7,000 boxes at taels 24 to 31; Canton-district Congous, 500 boxes at taels 
244 to 254; Gunpowders, 1,000 boxes at taels 22 to 284; Young Hysons, 
1,000 boxes at taels 23 to 26. 
Foocnow.—Messrs. Fussell and Co.’s circular says:— We have now to 
advise the opening of our market most prematurely (and at prices con- 
siderably above what the teamen were prepared to accept) on the 26th 
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ultimo by the purchase by one firm of about 10,000 chests Congou from 
Yung-How and Soey-Kut districts at Tls. 28.8 to 82.8 ship off price. 1¢ 
is a matter of much regret that foreigners should have again proved them-~ 
selves so eager to commence operations, as the stock of Congou on the 
26th May only amounted to 40,000 chests, and a very large quantity 
came to hand within the next two days, and we confidently assert that the 
teamen were fully prepared to accept at least 2 taels per pical less than the 
prices which were paid them for opening the market. A large business has 
been transacted since the opening and prices have steadily hardened, and we 
now have to report an average rise onall grades of Congou of about 3 taels per 
picul. Our 3 ae of the quality of the crop is that medium, fine and finest 
congous are fully equal to those of last year (the latter grades being by no 
means in full supply), commoner grades are decidedly inferior, more parti- 
cularly those from the Sar-Yune and Yung-How districts, containing a 
very large proportion of old leaf. This fault, however, is apparent 
throughout the whole crop. The teas generally are well fired, and we 
think will improve on the voyage home, instead of deteriorating as they 
did last season. Prices as compared with last year show an average reduc- 
of about 6 to 7 taels perpicul. Oolongs have arrived in fair quantity, and 
prove to be well made and fresh, but deficient in strength ; prices compared 
with last season show a reduction of about 4 to 5 taels per picul. Scented tea 

are very well made but deficient both in strength and scent. Prices 2 taels 
a than last year.

SHANGHAI — There has as yet been no business in Black Teas. Two 
chops only of new tea are on offer, for which the holders (native) cannot 
obtain the equivalent of Hankow rates. Beyond these, the teas received 
have been in transit. The crop, as far as we have yet seen, appears to be 
below the average in quality, the bulk of the samples exhibiting a marked 
absence of strength. The Ningchows shortly expected from Kiukiang are 
better spoken of; the finest teas from that port have not yet 
been shown. It is generally expected that on the arrival of 
teas from Hankow in quantity, a decline on this market will have to 
be submitted to. Re-shipments, 700 chests. Stock, 1,500 chests. 
Total settlements, with re-shipments from the river ports, from Ist June, 
1866, to 31st May, 1867, 332.000 chests, against 275,000 chests last year 
In Green Teas two small chops of old tea have been settled at about 
former rates. Prices are said to te lower in the country, finest Moyunes 
having been bought to lay down here at 35 taels, being about 6 taels 
cheaper than last year. The yield is expected to be more plentiful this 
season owing to all the districts being now entirely freed from local dis- 
turbances. The settlements comprise, 530 half-chests common Fychow, 
at 21.5 taels; 530 half-chests medium Pingsuey, at 29.5 taels; total, 
1,600 half-chests. Reshipments, 1,100 half-chests. Stock, 7,000 half- 
chests, against 1,000 half-chests at same date last year. Total settlements, 
with reshipments from the river ports, from Ist June to Slat May, 1867, 
365,200 half-chests, against 287,500 half-chests last year. 

Hankow.— Our advices reach to the Ist June. The market was opened 


on the 23rd May, by Messrs. Overweg and Co., who settled 4 chops for: 


Russian account at tls. 31.5 to 322.5 per picul. Of these two chops 
only were generally considered fine, and much astonishment at the 
rates paid was manifested both by natives and foreigners. Business was 
suspended until the 25th, when 12 chops were settled at prices ranging from 
tls. 29.5 to 31.5, showing a fall of more than one tael from the prices 
paid two days previously. At this reduction a large business resulted, 
and with few exceptions the buying had become general at the date 
the steamer left, all the finest teas having been cleared off the mar- 
ket. Medium teas were in good supply, and teamen were anxious to 
quit these on somewhat easier rates. The quality of the crop was univer- 
sally regarded as inferior to that of the past two seasons, the teas though 
flavoury being wanting in body and style. The necessary distinction in 
value between fine and fair Teas appeared to have been again neglected, 
but it was expected that on the subsidence of the opening excitement a 
considerable drop in the prices of these latter would take place. Arrivals 
to date were more than double those of last year, and settlements, in all 
55,000 chests, had been proportionately large. 59,0U0 chests remained in 
stock, the bulk of the chops being only of medium quality. Supplies were 
coming down freely, and a large yield was expected: Quotations were :—= 
Oopacks, finest, 30.0.0 to 31.5.0. equal 2s. U$d. to 28. 13d. per lb. Ditto 
medium to fine, 26.0.0. to 29.5.0 equal Is. 10d. to 23, Od. Oonams, fine 
to finest Oonfa, 25.0.0. to 28.0.0 equal Is.

KIUKIANG.—We have dates to June 2nd. The market for New Teas 
had been opened by the purchase of 513 half-chests Ningchow at Tls. 284 
(= Is. 11}d.), leaving only about 400 chests tea on the market. Chest 
musters of Ningchow were daily expected, and the full chops would arrive 
in about ten days’ time. 


SILK. 
SHANGHAL—The warlike news to the 28th April, received by 
telegrams via Kiachta early in the fortnight, had some effect upon 
our market, but the arrival of the French mail with telegrams 
via Galle to the 9th May, announcing an adjustment of the political 


difficulties, caused a very active demand, and prices have since been’ 


forced up, hour by hour, until we close at the quotations given below. 
This excitement may be attributed to the many orders at high limits re- 
ceived from home, all of which it is to be hoped have been executed, and 
if so, we may shortly see lower prices ruling. Of true Classic Chop Silks, 
the arrivals have been very limited, say—150 bales of which 11U bales 
have found buyers, leaving 30 bales still on offer. The Silk market was 
opened on the 30th May, when about 100 bales of Chops Nos. 1, 2, and 3 
Tsatlee were purchased at taels 525, 505 and 485 respectively. On the 
following day 50 bales of * Mai-foong”and “ Hwa-foong” Tis. 500 to 480 
Per picul. Operations were not general until the 3rd inst., when about 60 

ales of No. | Tsallee at 4474 per picul ; and 20 bales of Karshing Tay- 
saam at tls. 435 per picul for ** Gnarling,” and tls. 415 per picul for “ Kin- 
ling ” were sold; and since then the market has been very active and ex- 
cited. The anxiety shown by foreigners to secure good parcels enabled 
the Chinamen to obtain extreme prices, and at the close of the inail, the 
advance upon opening rates is fully tls. 40 per picul. The transactions 
are estimated at 1,700 bales, 50 bales of which are going forward on native 
account. The arrivals from the interior amount to 2.200 bales and from 
Niogpo 20 bales have been received, and the unsold stock js said to be 500 
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bales, which will be added to daily, several parcels of Silk being close at 
hand. The new Silk is much superior to last season in every respect, with 
the exception of the size, which is decidedly full and coarse. Quotations : 
Tsatlee, Chops, No. I, tls. 555 to 565; do. do. No, 2, tle. 535 to 545 ; 
do, do. No. 3, tls. 515 to 525. 

SILK. 

Yorouama.—The market for this staple may be considered as almost 
closed ; arrivals have fallen to 2 minimum, and quality deteriorates daily. 
We have no No. | whatever, of any description, and have to give our 
quotations for “best on offer.” For the best parcels of what silk is on 
sale, dealers are apparently firm, but the display of a real desire to do 
business quickly induces a reduction in their demands. A marked differ- 
ence will be noticed in our quotations as compared with those of Jast 
mail; but at every rate which we quote business has been done. 
The prospects of the new crop, as far as we can judge at present, are very 
satisfactory. The weather has been most favourable for both eggs and 
leaf, and we expect to have musters of new silk before next mail. 

Canton.—The intelligence received, to the effect that political diffi- 
culties in Europe had been satisfactorily settled for the present, has caused 
a more cheerful feeling to prevail in our markets, and silk dealers have 
become very firm in their demands. A rumour has gained ground among 
them that the European crop is likely to be a very small one, and it is 
feared that a combination will be entered into to sustain present high rates. 
Soon after the departure of the last mail it became generally known 
that but little silk was to be expected from the first crop, prices in 
consequence advanced $20 per picul, and holders became very firm in 
their demands; the few parcels arriving from the country were taken at 
current rates, and our market is now cleared of all desirable kinds of silk. 
In re-reels a fair amount of business has been transacted during the fort- 
night at gradually increasing rates; we hear of settlements having taken 
place at $555 to 560 for second crop silk, and very large contracts are re- 
ported. ‘Ihe produce of the second crop will be pace in bulk on this 
masket about the middle of this month; the yield is said to be a large 
one, but from the unfavourable weather recently experienced, we fancy 
that much injury has been done to it. Present stocks consist of 25 bales 
Tsaltees, 15 do. Loongkongs, and 40 do. Kowkongs, which are held for 
the extreme prices noted below. Quotations: Tsaltee No. 1, $540 to 
545; laid down in London at 4s.

Turkey AND INpIa.—The Daily News remarks that when the im- 
mense political and commercial interests we have in India are considered, 
a remembrance of what has been done, with the friendly aid of Turkey 
and Egypt, to bring India and England nearer, together will be mingled 
with surprise that more has not been accomplished. While we are all 
anxious to give the Ottoman Government full credit for the facilities it 
has accorded or is ready to accord us, there can be no impropriety in 
pointing out that the Turkish Government can only benefit by every 
measure which makes its territory a better frequented road to India. At 
‘rst however, wefare not making the best of the advantages which lie 

ore us. Our passenger traffic, with the mails and the more precious 
articles of merchandise, follow the route through Egypt, whereas the 
valleys of Antioch and the Euphrates offer a road which seems to have 
been marked out by nature for our purpose. A railway of nine hundred 
miles from sea to sea would give us the best access to India, saving 
a thousand miles in distance, and shortening the period of transit by ten 
days. The introduction of so great an undertaking, and its maintenance 
and working, in the most valuable part of the Sultan’s dominions, could 
not fail to be followed by immense advantage to the Turkish Government 
and the people. 

ENGLISH ENGINEERS IN Ecypt.—The following Jetter has appeared 
in The Times :—* Sir,— While the Viceroy has been entertained in Eng. 
Yand we have had a somewhat serious complication with his Government 
here which may be of interest to your readers. Among the engine-drivers 
on the Alexandria, Cairo, and Suez line of railway a very large pro- 
— are Englishmen. These men, who took service under the 

gyptian Government, deceived by the promise of wages higher than those 
in England, not taking into calculation the more than proportionate ex- 
penditure, have found that not only are these wages small, but that they 
are seldom, if ever, paid, while the other conditions of their contract 
are deliberately neglected. Dissatisfied with this state of things, they 
were suddenly, without any pretext whatever, dismissed from their posts, 
their salaries in arrear and pay for extra work plainly refused. They 
applied to their consulate, but British interests in Egypt are a byeword, 
and the importunities of our consul met with either contemptuous 
silence or determined refusal. An examination was at last agreed to. 
The Commissioners, including our consul at Cairo, Mr. Reade, Bett Bey, 
and Mr. Phillips, of the railway, and others, were in favour of the engine- 
drivers ; another appeal was made to the Government, and met with the 
same result. Now, asa last resource, Mr. Reade, as acting consul-gene- 
ral, bas deducted from the annual subsidy the amount due; the cheque for 
the balance has been offered to Cheriff Pasha, who, however, refuses it, 
and bas entered a formal protest.—lI remain, Sir, yours truly, MoBERLY

Paice v. SHXPHERD AND OTHERS.—Mr. Coleridge, Q.C., Mr. H. T. 
Cole, Q.C., and Mr. Pinder were counsel for the plaintiff; Mr. Kingdon, 
Q.C., und Mr. Lopes for the defendants. This was an action brought by 
Captain Paige, late master of the Solent, against the owners, Messrs. 
Shepherd, for wrongful dismissal from the command while at Hong Keng, 
on a charge of drunkenness, &c. Captain Heaton, Mr. Douglas 
a and others, lately returned from Hong Kong, were 
called as witnesses. The evidence on both sides chiefly con- 
sisted of the depositions of persons who were abroad, and which 
occupied an immense time in reading. Of course, the evidence was 
completely contradictory—that on the part of the plaintiff being given with 
a view to rebut the allegation of intemperance, and on the part of the 
defendants to prove continual acts of drunkenness. The case lasted nearly 
two days. It was arranged that, as the action was not brought for damages, 
but for character, if the jury found for the plaintiff the judge should award 
the amount to be given to him. The jury retired for a short time, and 
then returned a verdict for the plaintiff, and the judge awarded him

HOLLAND. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
RorrerDaM, July 24. 


The chief item of news is that our official paper, the Staats Courant, has 
published at last the name of the new Minister of the Colonial Department. 
The Cabinet, after having negotiated during some weeks with the principal 
members of the Conservative party without the least success, found a 
successor for Mr. Trakranen in Mr. J. J. Hasselman, formerly a resident 
o. Djocdjocarta, and lately a burgomaster of Tiel. This appointment has 
caused a good deal of sensation here. None of the parties are satisfied. 
Up to the present he has been quite unknown as a statesman. Thus the 
Cabinet is patched up, and our political horizon has cleared up totally; 
Mr. Heemskerk having decided to hold his portfolio even without dissolv- 
ing the First Chamber, which, as I told you in my last, outvoted the Bill 
to reorganise the National Guards. , 

The last Rio mail brought bad news about the clipper frigate s’Graven- 
hage. A great interest was felt here about the fate of this vessel. She 
was provided with auxiliary steam-engines, and was built fur the transport 
of pas:engers. Not only a great many persons took passage, but also a 
transport of 300 soldiers were shipped. ‘Ihe vessel, we now learn, put 
into Rio Janeiro on the 13th June leaky, and is recommended to be pare 
tially discharged. Onthe 10th of July it was going into, the duck. It is 
said that the ship will remain at least two months in that harbour. The 
troops passed over on a Portuguese man-of-war, and the passengers are 
obliged to live on their own account in the town. So runs the story, 
which I think is well founded. 

The Prince of Orange ieturned some days ago from Paris, and the 
King still remains at his seat, “‘ het Loo.”

RUSSIA, GERMANY, &c. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
HampBone, July 28. 

The Journal de Geneve publishes the following private letter from 
Japan, dated Yokohama, May 9:—‘“ The local news of the day turns on 
a dispute that haa broken out here between Prussia and Switzerland, con- 
cerning a piece of Jand that the Japanese Government ceded to the former 
Swiss Consul here—Dr. Lindau—and which the latter (who is a native of 
Prussia) caused to be entered in the Register of the Prussian Consulate 
General as his private property, but which has lately been claimed and 
taken possession of by the new Swiss Consul-General, Mr. Brennwald. 
In consequence of this the Prussian Consul-General, who is 
at the same time the diplomatic Chargé d'Affaires, gave his 
Swise colleague friendly notice that he had_ received instructions 
from his Government to have the Swiss Federal flag removed 
from the piece of land in question. In order to avoid a couflict with the 
Germans, who are more numerous here than the Swiss, and as there is, 
moreover, a Prussian corvette in the vicinity, Switzerland was obliged to 
give way and have the flag hauled down, which has since been hoisted on 
an adjoining spot appropriated for the locality .of the French Consulate, 
where the representative of France has granted it his hospitality till the 
question is finally settled between the respective Governments in Europe, 
either by a court of arbitration or the usual diplomatic intervention.” 

Austria has ior some time past had it in contemplation to change her 
silver currency and introduce the system adopted by France, Switzerland, 
Italy, and Belgium, with a gold coinage. ‘lv this will be addeu the deci- 
mal metrical system of weights and measures. As far back as the begin- 
ning of last year an Jmperial scientific Commission was appointed, the 
chairman of which was Admiral Wullerstorff, at that time Miuvister for 
Commerce, for the purpose of examining the question in all its bearings 
and the expediency of introducing so great an alteration, together 
with proposals for the easiest mode of effecting it aud draw- 
ing up tables for the seduction from the old currency to the 
new, and vice versa. The Commission did not hesitate tu report so 
favourably on the subject that the Emperor has now resolved that the 
alteration shall take place as soon as possible, and the first step has already 
been taken by Baron von Beust, now promoted to the dignity of Chan- 
cellor of the Empire—an appointment that has been lying durmant since 
the death of the first Prince Metternich—who bas given Prussia formal 
notice of the Emperor's intention to dissolve the monetary treaty now in 
force with Prussia, for the purpose of being at liberty on the lat uf January 
next to join the treaty between the above-named tour States.

THE BRITISH MINISTER: IN CHINA AND THE 
TREATY PORTS. 


Our last advices from China convey the intelligence that 
Sir RorwerForD ALcocK, after a prolonged period of apparent 
inactivity at Peking, had started on a tour among the Treaty 
Ports, a duty which, we fear, has been too long neglected. 
So little has been heard of his Excellency since the commence- 
ment of the present year, that it is quite refreshing to be 
able to chronicle some movement on the part of the British 
Minister; or, to give him for once his full style and title— 
“ Her Magesty's Envoy Extraordinary, Minister Plenipotentiary, 
and Chief Superintendent of British Trade in China.” Surely 
the last-named of these three distinctions has of late 
lost something of its significance. Shall we be considered 
impertinent if we venture to ask in what the duties of a 
“Chief Superintendent of Trade” consist? In a close su- 
pervision of the movements of all British subjects, with 
the view of enforcing every possible restriction on their 
freedom of action, with a rigid determination to interpret 
every doubtful point in the treaty in the manner most ad- 
verse to their interests ? Or in keeping a careful watch over 
those interests, protecting them, as far as may be, from the 
obstructions or extortions of ignorant and corrupt local 
Governments ? Or in both of these—say a good deal of the 
first, and a very little of the last? It is in real earnest, and 
with no simulated anxiety, that we ask these questions, for 
the course of events under the present regime has been such 
as to excite some apprehension that the tide of our prestige in 
China is once more on the ebb, and that our representative is 
somewhat lax in his exertions to stem the adverse current. It 
cannot be done by inditing lengthy despatches or official 
essays, the meaning of which is obscured amid a cloud of 
redundant verbiage and atilted phraseology ; the writer mean- 
while enjoying a life of dignified repose at Peking. There are 
apparently two causes that militate against the practical efficiency 
of our diplomatic and consuiar services in China. The first is 
an unfortunate effect that the study of the language generally 
has upon our sinologues, whereby they become imbued with an 
unreasoning admiration for the forms, ceremonies, and points of 
etiquette peculiar to the natives, the result of this being that 
they eventually come to #@ ard all questions under discussion 
rather from a Chinese tnan an English point of view, their 
national sympathies as well as their faculty of perception being 
held in abeyance by the narrow-minded prejudices thus 
imbibed. Of this we have of late years had but too 
many instances. The second cause of this inefficiency is 
to be found in a sense of uneasy self-importance that pervades 
the entire service, though more frequently manifested in its 
lower ranks. An apt illustration of this is afforded by a Con- 
sular officer, of whom it is told—with what truth we know not 
—that, being once remonstratcd with by a merchaut for failing 
to give due consideration to a complaint laid before him, he 
said, with much hauteur, “I am here, Sir, not to be bothered 
“with your petty grievances, BUT TO REPRESENT HER 
“ Masesty !” which he doubtless held to be conclusive. These 
remarks must not be understood as a sweeping con- 
demnation of the service, which numbers many gentlemen 
conspicuous for their high attainments and _ conscientious 
endeavours to discharge their dutics with fidelity. We 
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only wish to point out, that were it not for our vast 
mercantile interests in China, no Superintendent of Trade, no 
Consular officials, would be necessary; and therefore, that as 
they are necessary, and do actually exist, their first duty is the 
careful protection of the interests that have called them into 
being. The duties of an Envoy or Minister may doubtless be 
best performed at the Court to which he is accredited. Those 
of a Superintendent of Trade as clearly require that he should 
pay frequent visits to the ports at which the trade is carried on; 
that he should exhibit an active personal interest in it; and 
that above all, he should never cease his endeavours to procure 
the fulfilment of each clause in the treaty, not so much to the 
letter as in a broad and generous spirit. 

If carried out with a due sense of its importance, Sir 
RourHERForD’s tour will not be barren of results. Work has 
been accumulating, and awaits him probably at every port. 
The merchants at Chefoo have eagerly seized the opportunity 
of laying before his Excellency a statement of the condition 
of trade at their port, and urging the necessity of removing 
certain vexatious obstacles that at present impede its de- 
velopment. They are subjected, it appears, to perpetual an- 
noyances and illegal exactions by the Mandarins, and can obtain 
no redress for injuries constantly inflicted on their property. 
Repeated appeals to the Consul have produced no effect, and 
they very naturally feel that the presence of the Minister, and. 
a strong representation made by him on the spot, would show 
the local Government that British interests are not left entirely 
unprotected, and would at least afford them some chance of 
being more equitably treated. They also make an effort to 
enlist Sir RUTHERFORD's sympathy with the project for connect- 
ing Chefoo with Tsinanfoo by railway, and even hint at the 
possibility of obtaining permission to work certain coal mines 
in the neighbourhood, and to make some twenty miles of tram- 
way to bring the coal down to the sea. Surely, our Chefoo- 
friends have been reckoning without their host. They should 
have reflected a little, and called to mind the action of Sir 
RUTHERFORD ALCocK on this very question of railway construc- 
tion last year. The feeble nature of his representation to Prince 
Kune ; the apathy with which he waited six months for a reply ; 
and the calmness and apparent gratification with which 
he received a contemptuous refusal, and coolly recom- 
mended the “China Railways Company” to give up their 
project, can hardly be considered favourable omens for the- 
development of English enterprise in China, either in the con- 
struction of railways, the working of mines, or in any way at 
all. Still, we may reasonably hope that some benefit will accrue. 
to Chefoo from his Excellency’s visit. 

Shanghai, in virtue of its Supreme Court, its large consular 
establishment, and its ‘Mixed Court,” can dispense with much 
attention from the Superintendent of Trade, better, probably, 
than any otber port. Of the rest, Amoy seems to be the- 
place where his presence is most urgently required. Here,. 
again, we find a trade, once brisk and lucrative, being gradually 
extinguished by the imposition of an outrageous tariff of illegal 
duties, against which repeated remonstrances have, as usual, 
been quite unavailing. These exactions were commenced, we 
find, in 1860, and were increased to a serious extent in 1865. 
Appeals through the Consul to the Superintendent of Trade 
having been found useless, efforts were made to defeat the thieves 
of the local government by sending goods up the country under 
a “transit-dues certificate,” as provided for by Article XXIII. of 
the Treaty. But so complete a reign of terror was established 
by the mandarins that no natives could be found to take charge 
of such goods, and this course had to be abandoned ; since 
which the “squeeze” has been remorselessly enforced, to the 
almost total destruction of the import trade. By the article 
above alluded to, the privilege is accorded of conveying goods 
to any part of the interior, on payment of a transit duty of 24 
per cent. A memorandum now before us, from a thoroughly 
reliable source, comprises a list of twenty-eight articles of 
import, with the amount of the “mandarin tax” levied on 
each; and from this it appears that the lowest “ squeeze ” 
exacted by these cormorants is five per cent., or exactly double 
the authorised transit duty, while the highest actually rises to 
ninety per cent.! Here is work for the Superintendent of 
British Trade. Let him take this matter up in earnest, and nov 
rest until the whole villanous system is swept away, and our 
trade freed from the barpies that now hold it in their felon 
grip. Or, if Sir RuTHERFoRD cannot be bothered with such petty 
grievances, let the Amoy merchants resolve to make their 
demands heard through another channel, and unite to bring the - 
matter under the direct notice of the Home Government. A 
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more flagrant breach of the Treaty and of good faith, or one 
more disgraceful alike to the Chinese Government and to British 
representatives, has never come under our notice. 








THE IMPROVEMENT OF YOKOHAMA. 

WHEN we last alluded to this subject we indulged in what 
may perhaps have appeared unnecessarily gloomy forebodings 
regarding the future unhealthiness of the settlement of Yoko- 
hama—such remarks being suggested by the letter of “ M.D., 
M.R.C.S.E.,” which, uvhappily, has already proved to be 
prophetic. Our correspondent, it will be remembered, pointed 
out that the method adopted of filling in the new portion of 
the settlement, coupled with the absence of any efficient system 
of drainage, would certainly engender fevers of a typhoid type, 
resulting in an increase of sickness and death ; and the correct- 
ness of his inference is amply verified by the following state- 
ment, quoted from the Japan Herald :—“ The weather is charm- 
ing aud the country looking perfectly lovely. Unhappily, the 
streets of Yokohama, completely without drainage, are in a 
most noisome state, and typhoid fevers are becoming epidemic, 
as a natural consequence. Many Japanese servants are down 
with them. When too late we shall perhaps manage to get 
some protection from such and other evils, by means of effective 
municipal government, but at present we see not the slightest 
chance of such a boon.” Why is it, we would ask, that there 
is no present prospect of the organisation of an effective muni- 
cipal government ? Wantof pecuniary means cannot be the 
obstacle, for Yokohama, with its Jarge and growing silk trade, 
must be, in proportion to its size, almost as wealthy a settlement 
as Shanghai. Is it then owing to the absence of administrative 
talent ? Every Eastern settlement, however small, boasts of at 
least a few men sufficiently public-spirited and energetic to un- 
dertake the duties of municipal government, and in most cases 
to carry them on satisfactorily ; surely such a community as 
that of Yokohama should be no exception to the rule. What- 
ever may be the cause of this unfortunate state of affairs, there 
can be no doubt as to its ultimate results. If the land-renters 
do not promptly put their shoulders to the wheel, and make a 
vigorous effort to remove the stigma that now attaches to their 
settlement, it will not only lose its character as a sanitarium 
for the China ports, but will cease to be a pleasant and healthful 
place of residence for themselves. The work of reconstruction 
now going on offers a golden opportunity of effecting a perma- 
nent improvement not only in the outward aspect, but in the 
sanitary condition of the place, and thus preserving it from be- 
coming a mere “whited sepulchre’—fair to look upon but 
deadly to enter into. 


RUSSIAN TRADE WITH CHINA. 

A voLumiInovus Blue-book just published contains the reports 
of Her Maszesty’s Secretaries of Legation in Belgium, Spain, 
Holland, and Russia on the trade of those countries; anda 
space of no less than 213 pages is occupied by a minutely cir- 
cumstantial account of the trade between Russia and China, 
compiled by Mr. J. Savitxe Lumiey. So bulky and diffuse is 
the report that no process of condensation would suffice to 
bring all the subjects it includes withia the limits of our space ; 
we must therefore be content to extract some of the interesting 
information it conveys relative to one important branch of the 
trade, namely, the importation of tea into Russia by the over- 
land route via Kiachta. 

It appears that tea is the only article of any real importance 
now conveyed from China into Russia across the Mongolian 
frontier. Silk and cotton piece goods were formerly imported. 
chiefly for the Siberian market ; but the demand for these is 
now so amply supplied by home manufactures that this branch 
of trade can scarcely be said to exist. Sundry articles of Chi- 
nese lacquer-work, blinds, and baskets of split bamboo, vases, 
cups, &c., of nephrite, agate, and cornelian, tobacco, dried fruits 
and sweetmeats, as well asa few shawls aud dressing gowns of 
rich silk embroidery find their way to Moscow and St. Peters- 
burg, but their amount is too trifling to be taken into conside- 
ration. It was formerly supposed that the caravan tea was of 
a better description than the tea which reaches [urope from 
Canton, and this was thought to be the chief reason of its 
high price, but such was not the case; the tca imported into 
Russia by Kiachta and that exported from China by Canton 
comes from the same plant and from the same plantations ; 
the black teas chiefly from the province of Fukien, the flower 
and coloured teas principally from that of Nganhwui. The 
trade is carried on in China by merchants resorting to Kekow 
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in Kiangsi, the great emporium for the tea from Fukien and 
Nganhwui. The purchases for Russia are generally made by 
merchants from the province of Shansee, who buy tea of the 
first growth and pay 15 or 20 copecks (5d. to 64d.) per pound 
dearer for it; but this isa small item of the charges that weigh 
on the article before it reaches the Russian consumer, The 
Kiachia merchants assert that the collection and drying of the 
first crop is carried on with more care than those of the ensuing 
crops, and give this as the reason for the superiority attributed, 
to the caravan tea over that of Canton. For along time it was 
also supposed that the sea voyage spoilt the flavour of the tea, 
but this has been disproved by persons qualified to pronounce 
judgment on the relative flavour of the tea brought by land or 
by sea. 

Everything connected with this trade is so exceptional 
that some account of the extraordinary route by which the 
tea is conveyed to Russia may be interesting. A con- 
siderable proportion of the tea destined for the Kiachta over- 
land market is sent direct from Hankow down the Yang- 
tsi-kiang to Shanghai, some is also sent from Foochow and 
Canton to Shanghai; but most of it is collected in the province 
of Fukien to the north-east of Canton, from whence it is 
despatched by land or water to Chuh-chan. Thence it is con- 
veyed by coolies, in the manner described by Fortune, over the 
mountains to Kin-chan. Here the tea is loaded into small 
boats, taking about 200 chests each. It is then conveyed 40 
versts down a stream falling into the Chen-tang, where it is 
reloaded into boats carrying 500 chests. Passing the town of 
Hankow, the boats emerge into the Eastern Sea, and coasting 
along reach the river Kising, up which they proceed to the town 
of Shanghai. Here the tea is reloaded into larger vessels, care 
rying as much as 1,500 chests, besides other goods. These 
vessels, after leaving Shanghai, proceed along the coast to 
Tientsin, which place they reach, if the weather is favourable, 
in about fifteen days. The tea is once more reloaded at Tien- 
tsin into small boats, taking about 200 chests, which follow the 
windings of the stream Barkoe and reach Tienshae, about 22 
versts from Peking, in the space of ten days. From this point the 
tea is transported by land on camels and in bullock carts to the 
frontier fortress Chang-kea-kow or Kalgan, at the great wall, a dis- 
tance of about 252 versts, and thence across the steppe or desert 
of Gobi, 1,282 versts, to Kiachta. The transport from Fukien 
to Kiachta occupies two or three months, according to circum~ 
stances. The towns of Kiachta and Maimatchin, situated on 
opposite sides of the frontier line, form together the seat of the 
caravan trade. The two towns are separated merely by a barrier, 
and free access between them is allowed during the day, but rigidly 
prohibited at night. The traders in Maimatchin number about 
1,500 persons, belonging chiefly to the northern provinces, and 
continue in the trade for a series of years, going and returning 
with their goods, and never being allowed to take with them 
their wives and families. The arrival of the Chinese dealers 
with their teas at Maimatchin is the signal for the commence- 
ment of the annual trade. From Kiachta the winter route is 
by Selenginsk and Verkne-Udinsk, and across Lake Baikal, over 
the ice to Irkutsk, a journey of from seven to eight days. This 
route is generally available from the middle of January to the 
middle of April. Lake Baikal is 350 miles long and 4( miles 
broad. There is occasionallygreat difficulty in crossing it in conse- 
quence of its surface being free from snow; in some instances, with 
a fair wind, a sail is hoisted and horses are dispensed with. 
This would seem to point to a practical adaptation, for purposes 
of transport across Lake Baikal, of ice-boats, such as are used 
for pleasure on the Neva, in the winter, at St. Petersburg. 
The transit from Kiachta to Nijni-Novgorod often occupies six 
months, owing to the delays occasioned by the ice in the rivers, 
but it is sometimes performed in half the time. The distance 
from Kiachta to Moscow is 5,936 versts, and from the tea 
growing districts to Kiachta 5,000 versts, making a total of 
10,936 versts (7,291 miles), which the caravan tea has to 
traverse before it reaches the Moscow market. 

Mr. LuMLey terminates this part of his subject with a series 
of tables filled with elaborate calculations to show the relative 
cost of conveying tea to Moscow by every possible Jand and. 
sea route, the chief results of which may be summed up as 
follows :—A pound of the cheapest description of tea of the 
third growth costs in the tea districts of China 5d.; by the 
time it reaches Kiachta ]1d.; and on reaching Moscow 2s. 2d. 
One pound of the same description of tea conveyed from Lon- 
don by sea to St. Petersburg and thence by rail to Moscow, 
costs 1s. 10d. ; and when conveyed by sea to Konigsberr and 
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Dy rail to Moscow 1s. 94d.; while tea from Hamburgh 
ae conveyed to St. Petersburg and Moscow for 1s. 6jd. 
It is therefore evident that although the Kiachta trade may 


still be able to meet with profit the demand for tea in Siberia

and the northern provinces of Russia, it cannot compete with 
the European trade, by which the southern and western pro- 


yinoes of Russia are now supplied.

PLANTS FOR THE EAST. 

Letters have been received from Dr. G. Henderson, secretary to the 
Agricultural and Horticultural Society of India, dated Lahore, June 7, 
1867, accompanied by a copy of the minutes of the society, and containing 
some information for the benefit of residents in India anc China and their 
friends in England. Hitherto it has been a great difficulty to get plants 
vines and stone fruit-trees—to succeed when sent out to the East, and 
the great expense attending such shipments has prevented their being sent 
as much as they otherwise would. By means of the case invented by Mr. 
Christy success is insured at a very low cost, as will be seen by the fol- 
lowing extracts. The case is constructed like an ordinary pecker 
with divisions, zinc lined, and it is shipped as ordinary merchandise, thus 
entirely obviating the necessity of the old-fashioned glass cases, which at 
all times require the greatest care on board ship as well as in land transit. 

Extract from a letter dated Feb., 1867. 
(From Dr. George Henderson, Honorary Secretary of the Punjab Agri- 
cultural and Horticultural Society, intimating the receipt, in excellent 
condition, of a collection of plants from Mr. John Waterer, jun., Bag- 
Surrey. 

Bie nel two cases of plants sent out from England by Mr. 
Waterer, and packed according to the plan i.vented by Mr. Thomas 
Christy. These plants left England on N ovember 20, and reached Lahore 
January 20. Each box weighed a little over a maund, and contained 50 
plants. With four exceptions, every plant was as fresh as the day it was 
packed. If any of the subscribers to the Calcutta Society ask your advice 
about getting plants from England, you should advise them to order the 
plants from Mr. John Waterer, jun., of Bagshot, Surrey. — 

« It is a great point to have the plants landed in India early in the 
season, say not later than the end of January, and earlier if they have to 








' go up the country.” 


Extract from a letter dated Lahore, April 7th, 1867. 

“ Very few of the plants sent out to me in December have died ; {both 
boxes seem to have been opened at the Calcutta Custom-house. The 
vine cuttings were planted as ‘eyes,’ and I don’t think a single one has 
failed to strike. Vines will probably degenerate here very quickly, as the 
heat in May, June, and July is much too great for them, and if we are to 
grow first rate grapes on the rane it will be necessary to import cuttings 
every four or five years. ‘Eyes’ will fruit here the third summer ; the 
rate of growth is quite wonderful. A peach bud put in in March will io 
November be six feet high, and the stem an inch in diameter, and will be 
covered with flowers in March. Forest trees will grow sixteen feet from 
seed in nine months.—( Signed) GeorGe HzNDERSON.” 








MANDARIN SQUEEZES AT AMOY. 
(To the Editor of the London and China Telegraph.) 


Sir,—In view of the near approach of the time when a revision of the 
Treaty of Tientsin may take place, a few remarks on the working of that 
treaty at present may not be uninteresting to you or your readers, 

Doubtless you have heard, but probably in a vague and general way, of 
mandarin ‘ squeezes” upon British imports and exports. Qur object at 
present is to bring this particular subject before you in order that it may 
be ventilated in the columns of your valuable paper in time to allow of 
redress being obtained when the treaty is revised. We accordingly hand 
you herewith a statement of these taxes on some of the principal articles 
of import and export, showing what the per centage is according to present 
values. You will observe that they are sufficiently heavy, though calcu- 
jated on a high range of prices; but it must be borne in mind that these 
per centages will be materially increased when, as we must expect at no 
very distant day, the values of cotton goods decline to what they were 
before the American war. 

We also hand you copy of a letter which we have lately written to 
H.B.M.’s consul here on the subject, which throws some light upon the 
way in which these taxes have affected the trade of this port, and which 
you are at liberty to make use of in any way you think fit. 

You will see from the latter document that all legitimate trade here is 
rapidly decreasing, and that it ia likely to be almost entirely extinguished, 
unless redress be speedily obtained. You will also see that though remon- 
strances have at various times been made to H.B.M.’s consuls, no results 
have followed. 

In making these remonstrances it has been assumed that Article xxviii., 
Rule 7 of the Treaty of Tientsin was wisely framed by the late Lord 
Elgin specially to prevent any arbitrary imposition of taxes, either at 
treaty ports or in the interior; but in the face of the stipulations con- 
tained therein it is an undoubted fact that the taxes we complain of are 
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exacted under the very noses of our consuls. If we are right in our inter- 
pretation of the above article, it follows that a grievous wrong has been 
suffered by British merchants here for the last two years in the diminution 
of their business; and if we are wrong, the sooner the treaty is altered the 
better; for under it, as it now stands, it would be competent for any man- 
darin to put a stop to all trade in imports by simply placing prohibitory 
taxes upon the consumers of our goods. 

The article in question is certainly very loosely worded, for the only safe- 
guard we have against taxes is our privilege of conveying our goods up 
country upon payment of 24 per cent. ad valorem as transit dues. This, 
however, is in reality nu safeguard at all, for even could we send every 
parcel of goods to the contines of China under charge of our servants i¢ 
would be quite as practicable for the mandarins to levy their taxes there 
as here at a treay port. 

In any case, whether we are right or wrong, the matter is one of great 
importance to all who have vested interests in treaty ports, or are in any 
way interested in the China trade, and it is in such a position that redress 
must in justice be obtained. 

We shall probably address you again on this subject, as well as on 
others connected with the treaty. Meantime may we beg the favour of 
your inserting the foregoing in an early issue of your valuable paper.—

THE NEW SEASON'S TEA. 
(To the Editor of the London and China Telegraph.) 


Sin,—There has been a good deal of loose, and in some instances per- 
baps exaygerated talk about the recklessness of China tea shippers ; 
but in order to realise how entirely the sound principles of trade can be 
disregarded by many of them, it is necessary that one should actually wit- 
ness the ‘opening of the market” at one of the great ports. Such has 
been my privilege at Foochow this season. 

After the repeated severe lessons of recent years, the destruction 
of so many houses, and, above all, the paralysed condition of the tea 
trade at home at the present time, it was naturally expected that 
a little less eagerness than usual would be manifested to 
crowd the whole season’s supply into the first few months, 
Every circumstance was calculated to favour caution and moderation in 
early shipments. Foreigners were, to a very small extent, only com- 
mitted to investments in the country ; there were no tonnage engagements 
to compe! reluctant shippers, and the teamen had so little command of 
foreign capital to enable them to hold their stocks, that for once they were 
completely at the mercy of shippers. The teas instead of, as in former 
years, being bought with foreign money advanced at the beginning of the 
picking to be repaid at convenience, were largely bought on credit and 
paid for by drafts on Fouchow, to meet which drafts the teas must be sold. 
They were, however, laid down at so moderate a cost, that the teamen 
incurred little risk of being forced to sell at a loss. It was generally an- 
dersiood that the Chinese engagements had to be met in the first week 
in June, and the teas did not arrive in any practicable quantity 
till the last week in May. Every day's delay, therefore, must materially 
strengthen the position of intending buyers. It was but one short week, 
and surely there was no such dearth of tea in England as to cause alarm 
at such a trifling delay ! Was it too much, then, to expect that, with every 
circumstance so plainly on their side, foreign tea buyers should for once 
have used their advantage for their own benefit? Such a hope has oer- 
tainly proved delusive. Foreigners could by no means restrain themselves, 
and somewhere between the 25th and 27th of May the teamen, to their 
delight and astonishment, were offered a profit of 20 per cent. on their teas, 
the money being paid in good time to meet their bills! So the “‘ market 
was opened,” and in the first five days it was cleared of every package of 
tea, viz., 70,000 chests. 

Whether these investments will pay a profit or not is a question which 
time will solve. But, whatever the result may be, there is something 80 
essentially vicious in the principles and the maxims which appear to regu- 
late the tea trade in China that, unless some change takes place, the worst 
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results must continue to follow. The late buyers of tea in Foochuw 
scarcely pretend that they have bought because they think tea suthciently 
cheap or affords a reasonable hope of profit, but simply out of jealousy of 
others. To such an extreme was this feeling carried that the most un- 
seemly expedients were resorted to by eminently respectable houses to 
prevent others from buying—such as seizing the teamen and shutting them 
up for daystogether. And I have heard that while one foreigner was bar- 

ining for a parcel of tea the native broker received ten messages from other 
Preigu firms beseeching him to go and settle it with them. In short, if 
tea purchases were as certain (o prove a mine of wealth as they have too 
often proved the contrary they could not excite hotter competition. And 
when such irrational eagerness is exhibited is it wonderful that the Chinese 
exact high prices? and that with their cool heads they are able to deal 
with great foreign merchants as with little children? And is it likely that 
business done under such pressure, and in defiance of the dictates of sober 
judgment, can ever result otherwise than it has done, that is in the 
destruction of many and the ruin of more of the firms who engage in 
this branch of trade ? 

Some of the causes of this unsatisfactory state of affairs are not far to 
seek. The tirst is clipper ships, their number and the perfection to which 
they have been brought. g evenly do they run that the first arrival 
at home can only be secured by the first sailing from China. Certain 
_ Girms who have to do with clippers seem still to consider it a point of honour 
to get their ship away before the others, which is only done by offering 
such temptation to the teamen as induces them to surrender the control 
of their first teas to the foreign firm, to be shipped in the first clipper. In 
making these arrangements, contracts, or bargains with the teamen, quality 
and price are but secondary considerations ; priority of arrival and quan- 
tity being the main points insisted on. Were it possible for one or 
two firms to get their ships home in such time as to give them the com- 
mand of the market fora week or two, there might be reason in paying 
so dear for the monopoly. Butwhena dozen or so contend for it, with 
equal success, each pays the price of a full and effective monopoly while 
no one of them secures it. ‘The combination in one individual of the 
functions of merchant and shipbroker has also greatly favoured this in- 
fatuation about ships. 

Something must also be put down to the fact that the actual buyers 
have in many instances no personal interest in the result of shipments. 
They are either employés of firms acting under orders, discretionary and 
otherwise, from a distance, or commission agents. There is no doubt that 
in the executions of orders prices are paid which the buyers would not 
touch for their own account; but orders are sometimes so worded that the 

nt fancies himself obliged to act even when he knows that bis constituent, 
ifon the spot, would ie | his views. One man the other day was 
asked why he had offered such a high orice for a particular parcel 
of tea, and he naively answered, ‘‘ That is. my limit,” as_ if 
a limit meant the minimum price that was to be given! Others 
jocosely defend high prices on the ground that they yield more commis- 
sion! Amongst so much chaff there may or may not be a grain of truth, 
though the evil results of the system are quite compatible with good faith on 
the part of agents. The impossibility of providing for every contingency 
renders it necessary that orders from England should be flexible in their 
interpretation, and the alternative of not acting at all is not ona which 
readily commends itself to an agent. 

At Hankow a much worse account could be given were it of any use. 

Tke only conclusion one can arrive at is that, although tea shipments 
may pay, and pay well, now and again, the chances are decidedly against 
the average result being profitable.— Yours, &c., ALPHA. 

Foo-chow, June 8th, 1867. 
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The Scylla, screw corvette, Captain Courtenay, arrived at Spithead 
from China on the 2lst, and awaits orders. She was expected to have 
been in time to take part in the late review. 

An order has been received at Chatham Garrison directing a detach- 
ment of 38 non-commissioned officers and men of the Royal Artillery, 
from the head-quarters of the Ist division of the depdt brigade, to be placed 
under orders to embark in the Indian steam transport Malabar, 3, 4,173 
tons, 700-horse power, Capt. F. D. Rich, for service at the Straits Settle- 
ment of Malacca, with the other troops about to be despatched to that 
station. The detachments will embark as soon as the Malabar is ready to 
receive them. 

Her Majesty’s troopship Himalaya, Captain Piers, arrived at Queenstown 
from the Cue on the 22nd with the 2nd battalion 13th Light Intautry, 
Lieutenuant-Colonel Macdonald, Commander Menzies, officers, and crew 
of the late Osprey, and a few naval and military invalids and time-expired 
men. She left Mauritius on the 8th of June, Algoa Bay the 17th of 
June, Simon’s Bay the 22nd of June, St. Vincent the 10th of July, and 
Madeira the 16th of July, making the voyage from Mauritius, including 
seven days’ stoppage, in little more than forty-three days. 

The contract for the new fort which is about to be erected upon St. 
Catherine’s Rock, Tenby, has just been let, and the first expenditure upon 
it will be about £20,00u. The fort will altogether mount ]1 guns, five of 
which will be in casemates below the rock. 

The Lancet comments upon the insufficient number of naval surgeons 
nN wintheservice. Ina fleet of thirty-one men-of-war assembled for 
review last week at Portsmouth, there were but forty-two medical officers, 
their regular complement being seventy-six; and in sixteen gunboats, 
each of which ought on active service to carry an assistant-surgeon, only 
two had such officers on board, the Admiralty not being in a position to 
afford a fuller supply of medical assistance at present. 

An order has been received at Chatham, authorising an additional ld. 
per day, besides the 2d. already granted, to be paid to those non-com- 
missioned officers and men who enlisted prior to the passing of the 
Limited Enlistment Act, 1847. The whole of the troops at the garrison 
have been paid the additional 2d. per day, and the non-commissioned 
officers cote men who have re-enlisted 3d. per day. The troops have at 
the same time received a portion of the arrears of their pay from the Ist 
of April last. 
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The Duke of Cambridge has given important evidence before the Select 
Committee of the House of Commons appointed to consider the system of 
retirement at present existing in the army, The report, which will be 
presented in the course of the next few days, is likely to sugzest some 
material modifications of the pian now sanctioned. 

Rear- Admiral Warden's squadron of ironclads, comprising the Minotaur, 
the Achilles, the Lord Clyde, the Bellerophon, and the Pallas, have 
anchored at Spithead on return from detached duty in escorting his 
{inperial Majesty the Sultan acroas the Channel. 

The naval pension of £8U a year, vacant by the promotion of Captain 
sooee Davies, has been awarded to Captain R. B. Beechy, on the retired 
ist. 


TRIAL TRIP OF THE “ SOMERSETSHIRE.” 

An interesting “ trial trip” was performed on Thursday. At the invitation 
of Messrs. Money Wigram and Sons, shipowners and builders, and Messrs. 
Humphreys, Tennant and Co., engineers, a party of 300 ladies and gentlemen 
proceeded on board the screw steamer Somersetshire, Captain Attwood, lying 
off Gravesend, and at two Pp.» the vessel left her moorings and steamed down 
nearly to Southend against the flood tide. The distance between the mea- 
sured miles was performed in exactly five minutes, being at the rate of 
twelve miles per hour, which must be considered a very satisfactory result 
with engines of only 300-horse power nominal. The Somersetshire is an 
iron built ship, rigged, round stern, and sits splendidly on the water. Her 
dimensions are 285 ft. length over all, 41 ft. beam, 28 ft. depth of hold, 
and the builders’ measurement 2303 tons. The engines, by Humphreys, 
Tennant, and Co., areon the direct acting horizontal principle, the diameter 
of cylinder 64in., and stroke 2 ft. 8in, The maximum revolutions were 
69, with a pressure of 18 lb., and vacunum24. The screw is two-bladed, 
and the pitch 16 ft. They worked very smoothly yesterday, only one 
stoppage occurring for a few minutes, owing to heated bearings. On deck 
the vessel has a superb poop, and in order to lessen the influence of the 
iron on the compass, the wheel has been placed about the centre instead 
of right aft. She can accommodate about 150 passengers, and the cabins 
are nicely fitted and commodious. Her bunkers hold about 600 tons coals, 
and she will carry about 2,000 tons general cargo. The vibration yesterday 
while under full steam was remarkably small, and the absence of the well- 
known “thump, thump” in most screw steamers is a great desideratum, 
At 3.30 the guests sat down to four tables covered with an excellent 
luncheon, the viands and champagne being unexceptionable. Every one 
appeared to enjoy the repast. Mr. Charles Wigram, in a neat speech, pro- 
posed success to the Somersetshire. Mr. James Mac Ewan proposed, in a 
complimentary speech, the health of the owners, and Mr. Welch that of 
Captain Attwood and his officers, Mr. Taylor and Mr. Hoskins. Captain 
Attwood, formerly of the Xssez, was highly complimented. On the various 
responses to these toasts the company adjourned to the decks, and at 6.30 
the noble ship entered the East India Docks. The weather was all that 
could be desired, and the ladies’ toilettes quite in harmony with it. Indeed, 
we doubt if any trial trip has been better attended or more enjoyed. One 
oversight there was, certainly, and that an important one, no band 
had been provided. An affair of this sort is never complete without one, 
especially with so many ladies as honoured Messrs. Wigram on this occa~ 
sion. The vessel will proceed to Melbourne next month, and will no 
doubt accomplish the passage in 60 days. She is a fine opportunity for 
passengers, but this ia not the season, and she will probably not have 50. 
The brokers are Messrs. Allport and Morgan.

Notwithstanding the steady accumulation of money, there is 
no rally either in general business or in Government and pri- 
vate stocks and shares, but on the contrary, in most cases, a 
fall. There is one notable exception, and that is, the shares of 
the P. and O. Company, which at one time were pressed down 
as low as £40 (for the £50 share), have now risen to £50. It 
appears that some of the shareholders have been alarmed at the 
rumour that Government would not renew the present subsi- 
dies except at very reduced terms; and these alarms have as 
usual been “used” by the Bears on the Stock Exchange. 

The circular of Messrs. T. H. Littledale and Co. has the fol- 
lowing remarks on the four months usance. Messrs. Littledale 
ignore the good which was intended to be wrought out by the 
measure, viz., to drive out persons who had got into the 
India and China Trade with no capital, and who relied on the 
arrival of the produce before the maturity of the bills. The 
Banks adopted this alteration for the general good of the trade 
as well as to save themselves from holding the paper of such 
speculators. It may not suit brokers that the trade should 
Le restricted to firms of sufficient strength to trade on their 
own capital, but it is the way to avoid a repetition of the 
reckless shipments of 1865-66 :— 

What is weighing upon the cotton market is the stock beloaging 
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suspended firms, and the apprehended effect of the large quantity of East 
India cotton to arrive in the next three months, the chief part of which has 
been drawn against at four months’ sight instead of the old usance of six 
months—the question being, how can these bills be met whilst a large por- 
tion of the cotton is still at sea? This difficulty and its suicidal effect, 
both upon the acceptor of the bill and the banks holding the exchange, 
was as clearly to be seen when this change of usance was determined 
upon by the banks connected with India as it is to-day—but it was passed at 
a moment when alarm and present losses were in the ascendant over 
common sense and commercial logic—it violates the fundamental prin- 
ciple that bills of exchange should be liquidated by the proceeds of the 
produce they were drawn against, which becomes an impossibility if the 
usance is reduced below the average term of the voyage, and hence it 
jeopardises the position of the importer by compelling him to seek ad- 
vances from his banker or broker at a moment of difficulty like the pre- 
sent, and damages the security of the bill by unduly depreseing its value. 
We have from the first expressed the opinion that six months’ date 
was the only sound compromise between the shipper at Bombay and 
the banks, and we feel confident that it would be the most judicious term. 


The liquidators of the Bank of Hindustan, China, and Japan 
(Limited), which stopped on the 15th of November last, have 
issued a report, in which they state that they have examined all 
the items of which the present assets are composed, and that, 
after the most careful consideration, they value the total now 
to be collected (amounting to £1,596,004) to be worth, exclu- 
sive of interest, £595,284; while the ascertained liabilities of 
the bank, exclusive of interest and liquidation expenses, are 
£572,127 ; leaving an estimated balance of assets over liabilities 
of £23,157. In this estimate of asscts now remaining 
is included the sum of £15,529 as the amount which 
will probably be collected from arrears of calls made 
before the liquidation commenced. The estimated loss in the 
value of the assets “is chiefly attributable to exceptional cir- 
cumstances which have prevailed both at home and in the East 
during the past twelve months, causing not only a very large 
deficiency in the realisable value of the securities hypothecated 
to the bank, but also considerable loss in consequence of the 
failure and insolvency of so large a number of the debtors of 
the bank, on open accounts or on bilis without security, and 
from the heavy expenses of the bank at the different branches.” 
The list of contributories has been settled, and 1,052 persons, 
holding 36,404 shares, have been placed hereon :— 


“The arrears of calls from which the above-mentioned estimate of 
£15,529 4s. 3d. is expected to be realised, have been placed in the hands 
of our solicitors, Messrs. Ashurst, Morris, and Co., who are taking the 
necessary proceedings to obtain payment, and as the bank is obliged to 
pay interest on its debts, it is only just to those members who have paid 
their calls that interest should be charged on all arrears. These proceed- 
ings will be.continued, and the payment thereof enforced in all practica- 
ble cases, as we have not felt justified in the interest of shareholders who have 
paid their calls, and are still liable to further demands, to exercise that leni- 
ency and consideration which under other circumstances would have afforded 
usso much satisfaction. The principal losses sustained by the bank were in- 
curred through the branches at Bombay and Calcutta. We have made 
every effort to reduce expenses and to close the branches without prejudice 
to the assets of the bank, which, from the fact of their being chiefly repre- 
sented by amounts to be collected from persons and estates at different 
places in the East where the bank carried on business, require the 
most judicious management to realise anything like their fair value. 
At present we have only been able to arrange for closing the branches at 
Hong Kong and Yokohama, which we have placed in charge of one 
manager, resident at Shanghai. Arrangements are in progress for placing 
the branches in Ceylon also under one manager, but the branches at Cal- 
cutta and Bombay must necessarily be kept up for some time further. At 
Shanghai and Hong Kong leases of premises had been taken for long dates 
at high rents, and as property is so much depreciated there, a considerable 
sum has had to be allowed to relinquish these leases. The premises at the 
other branches we hope to get more favourably settled. The liabilities of the 
bank have been considerably increased by the claims under the leases of 
branch premises. Having ascertained that the head-office premises were held 
upon such terms as would have enabled the superior Jandlords (the Bank 
of England) to put an end to the tenancy on the 23rd December, 1873, 
leaving only a secured term of seven years, which, in our opinion, ren- 
dered the premises unsaleable, we opened negotiations with the Bank of 
England, who have granted to us a secured term of fourteen years, from 
Christmas, 1866. The lease has been offered for sale, both by private ne- 
dope and public auction, but the amounts offered have been 

itherto sv much under the cost standing in the books, that we 
have not felt ourselves justified in accepting any of them, but are holding 
the premises with the expectation of obtaining a better price. As to the 
claim for about £16,600 mentioned in the auditor’s report of 16th Novem- 
-ber, 1866, as then having been agreed to be referred to arbitration, we 
have to report that the course then proposed was found to be impracticable, 
and therefore proceedings in Chancery have Leen instituted and are still 
rok against some of the first directors and others to enforce paymert. 

e beg to assure the shareholders that no efforts on our part shall be 
wanting to secure the utmost possible value for the remuining assets, and 
in the shortest practicable period.” 


It will be seen by this that the shareholders will lose the 
entire amount called up, £28 per share. The liquidators and 
their solicitors, Messrs. Ashurst, Morris, and Co., have worked 
hard to save another call, and exercised ability in realising the 
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assets. Notice has been given that a meeting of the share- 
holders of this bank will be held at the London Tavern, Bish- 
opsgate-street, on Friday, the 2nd of August, at two o'clock, 
P.M., to receive the present report of the liquidators. 


At a meeting of the shareholders in the City Bank, held on 
the 16th instant, the secretary read the report, which shows 
the gross profits for the six months ended 30th ult. to be 
£48,789. The usual dividend of 6 per cent. was declared, 
with a bonus of 4s. per share, together equal to 10 per cent. 
The report and balance-sheet will be found in full in another 
column. 


In consequence of ‘the reported rise in the China exchanges 
there has been a sudden and rather extensive demand for Mext- 
can dollars, and the price has advanced from 59¢ to 59% tu Z. 
At these rates several large parcels, which have been reserved 
for some time past, both here and in Paris, have been disposed 
of, and the China mail leaving Marseilles on the 28th inst. will 
probably take out nearly £250,000. There has been no altera- 
tion in the rate for bar silver.

At the Rolls’ Chambers on the 24th, before the Chief Clerk, an applica- 
tion was made in reference to the reconstruction of the Commercial Bank 
of India. A gentleman named Chauntler, who had been sent out to India 
and had just returned, reported favourably of the undertaking. The cre- 
ditors have been paid 10s. in the pound, and he considered that if the 
bank was reconstructed, or a new bank formed, all parties would be paid 
in full. Te deprecated a call being made, as such was the state of affairs 
at Bombay at the present time that it would seriously affect the proposal 
under consideration. Creditors to upwards of £300,000 were represented, 
and urged that notice of a call payable in November would facilitate the 
proceedings. The Chief Clerk granted an adjournment until after the 
arrival of the next mail from India. 


A telegram from Point de Galle announces the total loss of the ship 
Tae Wan, laden with new teas, from Foo-choo-foo for London, in the 
river Mio. The loss is about £60,000, which will chiefly fall on the China 
insurance companies. She was a ship built of iron, framed with wood, in 
1865, and was owned by Messra. Davidson and Co., of Sunderland. 


The report of the Consolidated Bank (Limited) shows an available 
total of £40,346, including a previous balance of £9,107, and recommends 
a distribution at the rate of 5 per cent. per annum, absorbing £18,95 
The sum of £3,009 is to be carried to reserve, which will then amount to

In Oolongs, Souchongs, and Flowery ‘ Pekoes 
business has been small, and prices show but little alteration. Scented 
Capers, ex Sea Bird, have been sold to some extent at a decline of ld. to 
14d. per lb. on previous quotations. Scented Orange Pekoes have also sold 
about 4d. to 1d. per lb. lower; Foochow kinds being rather better main- 
tained. Uncoloured Japans: There has been a further arrival of these 
but at present there is no business to report. In Green Teas, business in 
these kinds has been small, there being no fresh supplies on the market. 
Gunpowders are firm; in other kinds price3 show but little change, the 
commoner kinds, as usual, being most difficult of sale. A few Canton 
Greena, ex Sea Bird, realised extreme prices.

S1Lk.—No improvement since our last report—indeed the whole tone 
of the market has been miserable, There has been a general abstaining 
from purchasing, and holders have been unable to move any but the 
smallest and most desirable parcels. The receipt of telegrams from 
Shanghai advising 6,000 bales settled, and expected in the first fortnight 
of the new season, and at an immense cost, even up to 31s. 6d. for No. 3 
Tsatlees, has kept everything in this market unsettled; the trade seem 
disinclined to move until the new silk has commenced to arrive and the 
opening prices in London are determined upon. The deliveries, although 
small, are not bad, considering the month and the position of the 
market. All quotations are to a certain extent nominal, and holders 
have been anxious to effect sales at some reduction under our last quo- 
tations. Arrivals of new silk are now looked forward to, but it is difficult 
to say at what range of prices the market will open.
